GENERAL REVIEW. 



Mr. William S. Warren, President of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago. 

Sir: — The business record of the year is in many respects 
without a parallel. At times the markets were dominated by 
speculative influences, and again there were periods, though com- 
paratively brief, of dullness; yet the record is one showing a sub- 
stantial growth and a widespread and intense enterprise pervading 
all industries and all phases of mercantile activity. It must be 
acknowledged that the year was one of unexampled prosperity and 
that in spite of exciting and radical changes in business methods, 
in spite of extensive operations, gigantic schemes and industrial 
consolidation, a sagaciously judicious caution in the conduct and 
control of vast business interests, as well as thocse of moderate 
volume and importance, was observed by merchant, manufacturer 
and banker. It has been a year of departure from old methods. 
All the avenues of our industrial life have been crowded. 
There was more work offered than could be done; a greater 
volume of merchandise presented for transportation than could 
promptly be carried; more projects inaugurated than could be 
completed; the facilities of common carriers were unequal to the 
demand for such facilities; every industrial plant was taxed to its 
utmost capacity; all kinds of labor from the rudest and simplest to 
the most skillful and artistic were profitably employed; wages 
were generally proportionately advanced and a new stimulus 
to excel aijd prosper stimulated all classes of people through- 
out the land. 

As a result, the productivity of our mills has largelyjincreased; 
the quality of the product has improved; prices have advanced, 
but not beyond the purchasing ability of the masses. It can not 
be denied that there were numerous strikes and some of them 
assumed alarming proportions; these are likely to occur when 
business is exceptionally profitable. When the cost of living is 
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increased the wage earner should not be expected to be 
content with wages fixed upon the old basis of living. Why 
should he? Ho should be admitted to a proper and fair share in 
the common prosperity. It is for the interest of all classes and 
of the State that he should not be left out of a just participation in 
the common wealth. It is a cause for congi'atulation that the prin- 
ciple of arbitration in the adjustment of great controvei'sies be- 
tween capital and labor has been recognized as never before, and 
that the National Government has exercised a salutary influence in 
bringing about such a mode of reconciling conflicting interests. 
So potent was that influence that we may hope to avoid in the 
future such serious complications as were involved in the great 
coal strike which for a time paralyzed the coal trade of the entire 
country, throwing thousands of men out of work and entailing 
untold suffering upon vast numbei^s of people whose business was 
not directly concerned in the mining or marketing of coal. There 
is but a remote possibility that such a catastrophe will again take 
place in this country. 

The yield of our principal cereals, comprising wheat, corn, oats, 
rye and barley, aggregated 4,350,138,64:7 bushels, valued jon the 
farm at ?1, 821,805,745, grown upon 172,538,792 acres. Our crop 
of hay aggregated 59,857,576 tons, valued at $542,036,364, pro- 
duced on 39,857,576 acres; the production of potatoes amounted 
to 284,632,787 bushels, valued at $134,111,436. 

The corn crop was 1,001,128,421 bushels more than the crop 
of the year 1901, and was the largest ever raised in the country; 
the crop of wheat was 78,397,210 less than that for the year 1901, 
and was 670,063,008 bushels, and the crop of oats was 251,973,988 
bushels in excess of that for the year 1901 and was the largest of 
record, being 987,842,712 bushels, valued at $303,584,852, pro- 
duced on 28,658,144 acres. 

Minnesota raised more wheat than was produced in any other 
state, aggregating 79,752,404 bushels; next came North Dakota 
with 62,872,241 bushels; then Missouri with 56,266,494 bushels; 
Nebraska with 52,726,451 bushels: then follow Kansas, South 
Dakota, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Washington and 
California in the order of their production. 

Of the crop of corn, amounting to 2,523,648,312 bushels, Illi- 
nois produced 372,436,416 bushels, valued at $134,077,110; Iowa, 
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297,686,016 bushels, valued at $98,236,385; Missouri, 264,232,- 
605 bushels, valued at ?8r, 196,760; Nebraska, 252,520,173 bush- 
els, valued at $75,756,052; Kansas, 222,805,621 bushels, valued 
at $75,753,911; Indiana, 171,332,142 bushels, valued at $61,679,- 
571, and Ohio, 121,608,512 bushels, valued at ?51,075,575. These 
states compose what is commonly known as the ^*Great Corn Belt" 
and have remarkable climatic conditions and a soil of wonderf u 
fertility. 

Final returns to the Statistician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture from regular and special correspondents, supplemented by 
reports of Special Field Agents, show the acreage, production and 
value of the principal farm crops of the United States in 1902 to 
have been as follows:

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The March report of the Statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture shows the amount of wheat remaining in farmers' 
hands on March 1 to have been about 164,000,000 bushels, or 24.5 
per cent of last year's crop, as compared with 23.2 per cent of 
the crop of 1901 on hand March 1, 1902, and 24.5 per cent of the 
crop of 1900 on hand March 1, 1901. 

The corn in farmers' hands is estimated at about 1,050,600,000 
bushels, or 41.6 per cent of last year's crop, against 29.2 per cent 
of the crop of 1901 on hand on March 1, 1902, and 36.9 per cent 
of the crop of 1900 on band on March 1, 1901. 

Of oats there are reported to be about 365,000,000 bushels, 
or 36.9 per cent of last year's crop, still in farmers' hands, as 
compared with 30.6 per cent of the crop of 1901 on hand on 
March 1, 1902, and 36.2 per cent of the crop of 1900 on hand on 
xMarch 1, 1901.

The above table shows a net increase during 1902 of 26,14:9 in 
the number of horses, 408,425 in that of milch cows, and 1,925,- 
785 in that of sheep, and a net decrease of 28,929 in the number 
of mules, 68,591 in that of cattle other than milch cows, and 1,776,- 
266 in that of swine. 

There is an increase in average value per head amounting to 
$3.64 in the case of horses, $4.88 in that of mules, 98 cents in that 
of milch cows, and 75 cents in that of swine, with a decrease of 31 
cents per head in the case of cattle other than milch cows, and of 
2 cents in that of sheep, the total value of all farm animals being 
$3,102,515,540, as compared with $2,989,170,150 on January 1, 
1902, an increase of $113,345,390. 

The production of wheat, corn and oats in those States com- 
prised in what is commonly known as the Great Northwest, those 
States being Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Ohio, 
Michigan, Nebraska and Oregon, aggregated 2,284,072,054 bush, 
els, valued at $840,909,318; and the number of horses, mules and 
milch cows, sheep, swine and cattle other than milch cows, on the 
farms in those States, on the 1st of January, 1903, was 65,781,836, 
valued at $1,236,141,691. 
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FOREIGN COMMERCE OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The foreign commerce of the United States during the fiscal 
year 1902 was larger than during any year of its history except 
1901. Compared with 1901 there was a reduction of $106,045,590 
in exports and an increase of $80,148,783 in imports. 

The reduction in exports is ascribed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment chiefly to the shortage in the corn crop of 1901, the reduction 
in the price of cotton and an unusual home demand for iron and 
steel manufactures. The increase in imports was chiefly due to 
increased demands for foreign materials for use in manufacturing. 

The shortage of the corn crop of 1901, due to drought, reduced 
our corn exportations in the fiscal year 1902, 151,181,413 bushels 
below those of 1901, and caused a reduction of $66,312,310 in the 
value of corn exportations. The export price of cotton averaged 
about one cent per pound le<s than that of the preceding year 
and, although the exportations exceeded in quantity those of 1901 
by 169,888,315 pounds, the total value of the cotton exported fell 
$23,021,624 below that of 1901. In iron and steel the increased 
demand at home, coupled with abnormal conditions abroad, caused 
a reduction of $18,766,758 in value of our exports of that class of 
manufactures. The total value of United States exports of mer- 
chandise for the fiscal year last past was $1,381,719,401, showing 
a decrease of $106,045,590 from the valuation of such exports for 
the year preceding. The value of merchandise imported into the 
United States during the last fiscal year was $903,320,948, showing 
an increase over that for the preceding year of $80,143,783. 

The value of our importations of gold and silver during the 
last fiscal year was $80,253,508, as against $102,437,707 imported 
during the preceding year. The value of our exportations of gold 
and silver during the last fiscal year was $98,301,340 as against 
$117,470,357 exported during the preceding year. 

Our exports of agricultural products during the last fiscal year 
amounted in value to $851,465,622, or 62.83 per cent of the total 
valuation of our exports of domestic merchandise. The value of 
our exports of domestic manufactures during the last fiscal year 
ended July 1, 1902, was $403,641,401, as against $410,932,524, 
the value of such exports during the preceding year. The 
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value of our exports, other than manufactures, during the last fiscal 
year was $951,840,460, as against $1,049,530,282, which was the 
value of such exports during the year preceding. 

The value of the commerce of the United States for the last 
year amounted to 12,285,040,041, as against $2,310,937,156, the 
corresponding amount for the year preceding. 

The value of breadstuffs exported during the last fiscal year 
amounted to $213,134,344, as against $275,594,618 during the 
preceding fiscal year, and $262,744,078 during the year 1900 ; of 
provisions, comprising meat and dairy products, $199,861,378, as 
against $196,959,637 exported during the preceding year, and 
$184,453,055 exported during the year 1900; of raw cotton, 
$290,651,819, as against $313,673,443 exported during the preced- 
ing year; of animals, $44,871,684, as against $52,058,876 exported 
during the preceding year; of hog products, comprising bacon, 
hams, pork, canned and fresh, and salted or pickled, and lard, 
$127,651,341, as against $120,855,477, the corresponding amount 
for the preceding year. 

Our exports of wheat during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1902, aggregated 154,856,102 bushels, valued at $112,875,222, as 
against 132,060,667 bushels, valued at $86,771,743, exported 
during the preceding year; 101,950,389 bushels, valued at $73,- 
837,080, exported during the year ended June 30, 1900; 139,432- 
815 bushels, valued at $104,269,169, exported during the year 
ended June 30, 1899; and 148,231,261 bushels, valued at $145,- 
684,659, ex:ported during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1898. 

The quantity of wheat exported during the calendar year ended 
December 31, 1902, aggregated 128,361,712 bushels, valued at 
$96,244,761, as against 178,317,454 bushels, valued at $129,260,- 
618, exported during the preceding year, and 99,079,153 bushels, 
valued at $70,976,433, exported during the year 1900. Of the 
quantity of wheat exported during the last fiscal year, 77,544,418 
bushels were shipped to the United Kingdom; 19,725,674 bushels 
to Germany; 15,662,238 bushels to Belgium; 16,970,035 bushels 
to the Netherlands. 

Our exports of wheat flour during the last fiscal year aggre- 
gated 17,759,203 barrels, valued at $65,661,974, as against 18,- 
650,979 barrels, valued at $69,459,296, exported during the pre- 
ceding year: 18,699,194 barrels, valued at $67,760,886, exported 
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during the year ended June 30, 1900, and 18,485,690 barrels, 
valued at $73,093,870, exported during the year ended June 30, 
1899. 

Of our exports of wheat flour during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1902, 9,059,722 barrels, valued at ?34,818,702, were 
shipped to the United Kingdom, as against 10,854,573 barrels, 
valued at $41,655,649, exported during the preceding year, and 
10,257,028 barrels, valued at $38,173,543, shipped during the 
year ended June 30, J 900; also, during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1902, 703,470 barrels, valued at $2,773,836, were shipped to 
Germany; 1,404,247 barrels, valued at $5,455,083, to the Nether- 
lands; 1,449,615 barrels valued at $5,404,722, to the West Indies; 
278,051 barrels, valued at $942,295, to the Central American 
states; 1,398,893 barrels, valued at $4,164,693, to Hong Kong; 
446,435 barrels, valued at $1,279,880, to Japan; 544,145 barrels, 
valued at $2,187,352, to Brazil. 

As estimated by the United States Bureau of Statistics, the 
average export price of wheat flour per barrel for the year 1902 
was $3.70, as against $3.72 for the preceding year and $3.62 for 
the year 1900. 

Our exports of wheat flour during the calendar year ended 
December 31, 1902, aggregated 17,998,531 ban'els, valued at 
$67,157,638, as against 19,234,779 barrels, valued at $70,959,775, 
exported during the preceding calendar year, and 18,632,509 bar- 
rels, valued at $68,017,605, exported during the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1900. 

Our exports of corn during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1902, aggregated 26,636,552 bushels, valued at $16,185,673, as 
against 177,817,965 bushels, valued at $S2,527,983, exported 
during the preceding fiscal year; and 209,318,273 bushels, valued 
at $85,206,389, exported during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1900; and 174,089,091 bushels, valued at $69,977,445, exported 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899. Of the quantity of 
corn exported during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, 10,030,- 
459 bushels, valued at $6,177,299, were shipped to the United 
Kingdom; 4,862,898 bushels, valued at $2,772,183, to Germany; 
3,023,382 bushels, valued at $1,854,329, to the Netherlands;

It may here be remarked that the great falling off in the corn 
crop not only reduced the quantity of corn available for exporta- 
tion, but caused the consumption at home of large quantities of 
oats, 80 that the exportation of oats fell off $7,612,092 in value.

June 30, 1902, aggregated 9,971,139 bushels, valued at $4,153,238, 
as against 37,146,812 bushels, valued at $11,765,330, exported 
during the preceding fiscal year; 41,369,205 bushels, valued at

and 30,632,914 bushels, valued at $9,787,540, exported during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1899. 

Of the quantity exported during the fiscal year ended June 30,

The exports of cotton, unmanufactured, for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1902, aggregated 3,500,778,763 pounds, from a 
crop of 10,680,680 bales, with a net average weight per bale of 
480 pounds. The percentage of the domestic product exported 
was 64.47 per cent. 
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Of the quantity of unmaDufactured cotton exported, 1,656, 550,- 
072 pounds of ' 'Upland and other' ' , except Sea Island, were shipped 
to the United Kingdom. The total quantity shipped to the United 
Kingdom was 1,566,161,746 pounds, valued at $128,323,241; 
852,742,340 pounds to Germany; 385,431,693 pounds to France, 
and 220,718,387 pounds to Italy. 

The quantity of cotton cloths exported during the last fiscal 
year was, of colored, 146,769,292 yards, and of uncolored 358,- 
004,521 yards. The larger part of these exports of cotton cloths 
is sent to the Central American States, the West Indies, Asia and 
South America. The quantity exported to the Chinese Empire 
was, including colored and uncolored, 335,327,764 yards. 

The average export price of cotton during the year 1902 was 
8.2 cents, as against 9.4 cents for the year 1901 and 7.7 cents for 
the year 1900. 

The quantity of bacon exported during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1902, aggregated 383,150,624 pounds, valued at $35,449,- 
797, as against 456,122,741 pounds, valued at $37,499,026, ex- 
ported during the preceding fiscal year; 512,142,398 pounds,

The average export price of bacon, during the fiscal year last 
past, was 9.9 cents per pound, as against 9 cents for the preceding 
year and 8.4 cents for the year ended June 30, 1900. 
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The exports of lard during the fiscal year last past aggregated 
656,840,222 pounds, valued at ?52,375,864; as against 611,357,514: 
pounds, valued at $46,560,148, exported during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1901; 661,813,663 pounds, valued at $41,939,164, 
exported during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1900; 711,259,851 
pounds, valued at $42,208,462, exported during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1899, and 709,304,045 pounds, valued at 
$39,710,672, during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1898. 

The average export price of lard during the year last past 
was 9.4 cents per pound, as against 7.6 cents for the year preced- 
ing and 6.3 cents for the year 1900.

The value of our imports brought in American vessels wa»: In 
steam vessels, $87,734,899; in sailing vessels, $14,453,103 ; and in 
foreign vessels, steam, $726,662,999; sailing, $18,103,286. The 
total value of our imports brought in American vessels amounted 
to $102,188,002; in foreign vessels $744,766,235 and by land 
vehicles $56,866,711. The total value of imports, by land and by 
water, amounted to $908,820,948. Twelve and one-tenth per 
cent, of our imports was brought in American vessels. In the year 
1861, 60.1 per cent, of our imports was brought in American 
vessels. 

The value of our exports shipped in American vessels for the 
year 1902 was $88,631,985 and in foreign vessels $1,174,263,079, 
making a total valuation, in American and foreign vessels, $1,257,- 
896,064. Six and six-tenths per cent, of our exports were 
carried in American vessels. The value of our exports by land 
vehicles amounted for the year 1902 to $123,824,337, making a 
grand total of the value of our exports by land and by sea 
of $1,381,719,401. 

American tonnage entered at seaports of the United States 
during the year 1902 aggregated 4,019,871 tons, and foreign, 
20,341,564 tons. American tonnage cleared at seaports of the 
United States during the last year aggregated 3,955,515 tons, and 
foreign tonnage 20,286,589 tons. 

The grand total of tonnage entered aggregated 24,861,435 tons, 
and the grand total of tonnage cleared aggregated 24,242,104 tons. 
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British vessels carried of the total tonnage entered at seaporta 
of the United States, 12,867,945 tons, and of the total tonnage 
cleared, 12,328,367 tons; German vessels carried, of the total ton- 
nage entered, 2,796,690 tons, and of the total tonnage cleared^ 
2,800,594 tons. 

The value of exports of domestic merchandise from the 
United States for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, was greater 
than that of the exports of any other country. The value of the 
total exports from all countries, having available commercial sta- 
tistics, was, in round numbers, 110,000,000,000, and one-half of 
this grand total was contributed by five countries, viz: The United 
States, the United Kingdom, Germany, France and the Netherlands.

and 255,832,556 bushels during 1892. 

The shipments of grain and of flour in its wheat equivalent 
from Chicago during the year 1902 aggregated 166,424,220 
bushels, as against 226,561,478 bushels shipped during the year

bushels during 1899; 287,403,904 bushels during 1898; 252,624,- 
402 bushels during 1897; 219,624,402 bushels during 1896; 171,-

the year 1892. 
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The receipts of wheat during the year aggregated 37,940,953 
bushels, as against 51,197,870 bushels received during the year

The shipments of wheat from Chicago during the year 1902

Of the quantity shipped during the year 1902, 22,028,580 
bushels were shipped via the Great Lakes, chiefly to Buflfalo, 
21,550,968 bushels arriving at that port from Chicago. 

The receipts of com during the year aggregated 50,622,907 
bushels, as against 84,136,637 bushels received in 1901; 134,663,- 
456 bushels during the year 1900; 133,776,350 bushels during 
1899; 127,426,374 bushels during 1898; 116,747,389 bushels dur- 
ing 1897; 92,722,348 bushels during 1896; 59,527,718 bushels 
during 1895; 64,951,815 bushels during 1894; 91,255,154 bushels 
during 1893, and 78,510,385 bushels during 1892. 

The comparatively small receipts of last year and of the 
previous year are accounted for by the partial failure of the corn 
crop of 1901, that crop being 1,522,519,891 bushels, which is the 
smallest crop of grain raised in this country since 1 894. 

The largest number of bushels of com brought to this market 
during 1902 by any railroad, was brought by the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railway, and aggregated 13,026,508 bushels; 
the next largest quantity was brought by the Illinois Central Rail- 
road and was 9,375,093 bushels; next in order came the Chicago^ 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway, bringing 5,375,799 bushels; then 
came the Chicago & Alton Railroad with 3,366,025 bushels, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway with 3,145,350 bushels; 
then the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railway with 3,003,450 bushels. 

A detailed and classified statement of receipts may be seen on 
page 2 of this volume. 
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Shipments of corn during the year aggregated 45,557,999 
bushels, as against 64,101,873 bushels shipped during the year 
1901; 111,099,660 bushels during the year 1900; 116,552,096 
bushels during 1899; 130,397,681 bushels during 1898; 97,456,807 
bushels during 1897; 87,713,321 bushels during 1896; 59,964,265 
bushels during 1895; 54,528,482 bushels during 1894; 78,919,781 
bushels during 1893, and 66,104,220 bushels during 1892. 

Of the quantity shipped from Chicago during the year, 30,- 
610,064 bushels were taken via the Great Lakes, mostly to the 
port of Buffalo and from thence by Erie Canal for general distri- 
bution throughout the eastern states. 

The receipts of oats during the year aggregated 78,879,800 
bushels, as against 90,632,152 bushels received during the year 
1901; 105,226,761 bushels during the year 1900; 110,775,732 
bushels during 1899; 110,293,647 bushels during 1898; 118,086,662 
bushels during 1897; 109,725,689 bushels during 1896; 79,890,792 
bushels during 1895; 63,144,885 bushels during 1894, and 84,289,- 
886 bushels during 1893. 

During the year 53,399 cars of oats were inspected; and of the 
receipts by lake and canal, 30,520 bushels were inspected. The 
larger part of the receipts inspected the grade of No. 3 White. 

Of the total volume of receipts during the year 1902, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway brought in a larger 
quantity than was delivered from any other railway, viz: 12,945,- 
600 bushels; next came the Chicago & North- Western Railway 
with 12,352,745 bushels; next, the Illinois Central Railway, with 
11,814,955 bushels; following, was the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad with 10,872,200 bushels. A detailed statement 
of the quantity brought in by the various railway lines and also 
showing the receipts and shipments by months may be found on 
page 10 of this volume. 

The shipments of oats during the year aggregated 58,030,291 
bushels, as against 76,340,619 bushels shipped during the year 
1901; 77,554,695 bushels during 1900; 85,982,204 bushels during 
1899; 85,057,636 bushels during 1898; 104,666,956 bushels dur- 
ing 1897; 82,119,852 bushels during 1896; 66,839,956 bushels 
during 1895; 50,376,089 bushels during 1894, and 67,129,119 
bushels during 1893. 
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Of the total quantity shipped from Chicago during the year, 
the great eastern trunk lines carried 44,030,291 bushels. The 
quantity shipped via the Great Lakes was 10,200,846 bushels. 

Our receipts of barley for the year aggregated 14,923,173 
bushels, as against 15,996,670 bushels received during the previous 
year; our shipments during the year aggregated 3,505,423 bushels, 
as against 3,583,753 bushels during the previous year. 

At the beginning of the year there were in store in warehouses 
of Class A located in Chicago, 13,635,346 bushels, comprising 
wheat, com, oats, rye and barley ; at the close of the year there 
were in store 10,770,587 bushels, as against 18,180,900 bushels at 
the beginning of 1901 and 13,926,834 bushels on December 28th 
of that year. A statement showing the stocks of grain in such 
warehouses each week of the year may be found on page 23 of this 
volume. 

The week of the largest receipts of wheat and of flour in its 
wheat equivalent in this market during the last year, was that 
which ended August 9th, and aggregated 1,932,115 bushels ; and 
the week of the largest shipments during the year was that which 
ended on the 30th of August, and aggregated 1,743,145 bushels. 
The week of the largest receipts of corn in this market during the 
year, was that which ended on the 19th of July and aggregated 
2,738,880 bushels ; the week of the smallest receipts of corn for 
the year ended on the 12th day of April and aggregated 361,133 
bushels. The week of the largest receipts of oats during the year 
was that which closed on the 13th day of September and aggregated 
2,802,560 bushels ; and that of the smallest receipts was that 
which closed on the 8th of February, aggregating 531,739 bushels. 
The week of the largest receipts of the principal grains, and of flour 
in its wheat equivalent, was that which closed on the 20th of Sep- 
tember and aggregated 6,729,997 bushels. During the last week 
of the year the receipts of wheat, com, oats, rye and barley and of 
flour in its wheat equivalent, aggregated 5,397,545 bushels. 

The week of the largest shipments of com was that which 
closed on the 26th of July, when 2,058,118 bushels were shipped; 
the week of the smallcHt shipments of corn was that which closed 
on the 22d of February, and aggregated 158,700 bushels. 

The week of the largest shipments of oats during the year 
was that which closed on the 17th of May, when 1,718,730 bushels

were shipped; that of the smallest shipments was the week which 
closed on the 22d of February, when 401,782 bushels were shipped. 

The week of the largest shipments of the chief cereals, and of 
flour in its wheat equivalent, during the year, was that which 
closed on the 23d of August and aggregated 5,230,182 bushels; 
that of the smallest shipments was the week which closed on the 
22d of February and aggregated 1,633,425 bushels. 

The number of cars of grain inspected in Chicago under the 
administration of the State Grain Inspection Department amounted 
to 152,774 cars, as against 197,893 cars inspected during the year 
1901; 278,089 cars during 1900; 291,989 cars during 1899, and 
322,914 cars during 1898. Here again is observed the effect of 
the short corn crop of 1901. The quantity of grain inspected 
during the year under the statutes of the State, received in this 
<5ity by lake and rail, aggregated 1,409,052 bushels. It is here 
proper to observe that a great deal of grain arriving in Chicago 
passes to eastern points without detention in Chicago and is not 
inspected in this cit3\ 

The receipts of flaxseed during the year aggregated 4,737,667 
bushels, as against 4,584,736 bushels received during the year 
1901; 4,896,513 bushels during the year 1900; 6,616,626 bushels 
during 1899; 5,481,173 bushels during 1898; 4,976,209 bushels 
during 1897; 10,299,525 bushels during 1896, and 8,525,237 
bushels during the year 1895. 

Diminution in the volume of our flaxseed trade in this market 
calls for special attention in view of ascertaining the cause of the 
falling off in the volume of business in this article. 

Doubtless it is owing in large degree to the fact that the cul- 
tivation of flaxseed is steadily increasing in the more northerly 
western states and diminishing in the middle western 
states and that the more northern primary markets are those to 
which the larger part of the flaxseed cultivation is tributary; still 
it is thought that our receipts might be increased if the standards 
and system of inspection were more in conformity to the pre- 
vailing conditions and quality of the production. 

The shipments of flaxseed during the year aggregated, 1,254,- 
780 bushels, as against 1,221,097 bushels shipped during the year 
1901; 3,266,481 bushels during the year 1900; 3,093,843 bushels 
during the year 1899; 3,366,739 bushels during the year 1898; 
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2,859,493 bushels during the year 1897; 5,734,551 bushels during 
the year 1896; 4,726,818 bushels during the year 1895. 

On page 90 of this volume may be seen a detailed statement 
showing the receipts and shipments of flaxseed by months; and 
also showing the names of routes by which received. 

The receipts of grass seed during the year, including timothy, 
clover, hungarian, millet, etc., aggregated 71,093,567 pounds and 
shipments 58,174,216 pounds, as against 57,625,250 pounds 
received and 60,286,985 pounds shipped during the preceding 
year; 64,487,295 pounds received and 58,252,168 pounds shipped 
during the year 1900; 84,225,909 pounds received and 76,097,526 
pounds shipped during the year 1899; 97,039,279 pounds received 
and 75,764,646 pounds shipped during 1898; 79,071,857 pounds 
received and 87,840,334 pounds shipped during 1897; 83,577,243 
pounds received and 92,212,310 pounds shipped during 1896, and 
63,868,526 pounds received and 65,567,528 pounds shipped during 
1895. During the year 20,441,867 pounds were brought in by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Qaincy Railway; next in order came 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway, followed by the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway.

and 769,451,000 feeit shipped during the year 1900; 1,692,581,000 
feet received and 736,701,000 feet shipped during the year 1899;

pounds shipped during the year 1898; 84,790,975 pounds received 
and 56,619,902 pounds shipped during the year 1897; 72,011,611 
pounds received and 53,639,937 pounds shipped during the year

196,270,910 pounds shipped during the year 1899; 222,627,525 
pounds received and 203,432,199 pounds shipped during the year 
1898; 225,651,504 pounds received and 206,316,440 pounds 
shipped during the year 1897. 
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A statement of receipts and shipments of butter may be found 
on page 100 of this volume, showing the routes by which received 
and those over which shipped, and also showing the monthly 
receipts throughout the year. 

As the agricultural states become more and more developed 
and more and more populous the dairy interests become one of the 
chief sources of their wealth; the finest quality of cheese and but- 
ter in the country is furnished by dairies located in Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Iowa. The profitableness of this industry in the 
older agricultural sections of our country leads, under the in- 
fluence of an ambitious citizenship, to an improvement in stock, 
to an increased care of that stock and to the adoption of all 
those facilities and methods which under the operation of the 
forces of competition contribute to secure the best quality of dairy 
products. There probably is no farming interest which is more 
indicative of a general and advanced prosperity than that connected 
with the dairy. 

Of meats, other than barreled pork, the receipts in this market 
during the year aggregated 111,437,941 pounds and shipments 
660,680,190 pounds; as against 162,455,039 pounds received and 
768,967,600 pounds shipped during the year 1901; 197,203,914 
pounds received and 791,021,932 pounds shipped during the year 
1900; 197,603,530 pounds received and 863,363,437 pounds 
shipped during the year 1899; 229,005,246 pounds received and 
923,627,722 pounds shipped during the year 1898; 169,787,811 
pounds received and 837,630,339 pounds shipped during the year 
1897; 151,931,671 pounds received and 714,667,394 pounds shipped 
during the year 1896, and 172,203,523 pounds received and 698,- 
210,341 pounds shipped during the year 1895. 

Most of the receipts of meats and barreled pork last year 
arrived via the Chicago & Northwcstena Railway, Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railway, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway 
and the Wabash Railroad. On page 43 of this volume may be 
found a classified statement of receipts and shipments showing the 
names of routes by which received and over which shipped, also 
monthly receipts and shipments. 

The month of the year when the largest quantity of meats was 
received was the month of December, when 17,244,119 pounds 
were received. There was a marked uniformity in the volume of 
receipts during the last quarter of the year and the receipts for 
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the months preceding October varied but little, ranging from about 
7,000,000 pounds to between 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 pounds. The 
monthly shipments, as far as volume was concerned, were very 
uniform, with the exception of one month, varying only from 
about 50,000,000 pounds to 68,000,000 or 59,000,000 pounds. 

The receipts of dressed beef during the year 1902 aggregated 
135,372,268 pounds nnd shipments 1,0:^9,801,765 pounds, as 
against 143,087,824 pounds received and 1,081,834,695 pounds 
shipped during the preceding year; 216,455,042 pounds received 
and 1,178,950,898 pounds shipped during the year 1900; 144,989,- 
985 pounds received and 1,061,868,376 pounds shipped during the 
year 1899; 110,286,652 pounds received and 1,060,859,808 pounds 
shipped during the year 1898. The month when the largest vol- 
ume of business was transacted in dressed beef was the month of 
December, when about 104,000,000 pounds were shipped. 

On page 42 may be seen a statement of receipts and shipments 
of dressed beef by months, and also showing the names of the 
routes over which received and shipped. 

The receipts of lard during the year aggregated 40,758,916 
pounds and shipments 382,498,069 pounds, as against 71,504,703 
pounds received and 483,379,116 pounds shipped during the year 
1901; 60,632,245 pounds received and 479,773,491 pounds shipped 
during the year 1900; 62,834,052 pounds received and 505,834,067 
pounds shipped during the year 1899, and 65,083,445 pounds 
received and 526,663,221 pounds shipped during the year 1898. 

For detailed information concerning routes and monthly arrivals 
and shipments, I refer to the statement on page 42 of this volume. 

The receipts of cattle during the year numbered 2,941,559 and 
shipments 909,915; the number used for city consumption and 
packing was 2,031,644. The receipts of sheep during the year 
aggregated 4,515,716 and shipments 831,728; the number used 
for city consumption and packing was 3,683,988. 

On page 41 of this volume may be seen a detailed and classi- 
fied statement as reported by the Union Stock Yards Company, 
giving the names of the various lines over which received and over 
which shipped, and also showing the monthly receipts of these 
animals. 

The number of hogs received during the year aggregated 
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7,895,238 and shipments 1,251,798. The number used for city 
consumption and packing was 7,143,440. 

Valuation of live stock received in this market during the year 
amounted to $312,984,386, showing an increase over the corre- 
sponding amount for the year 1901 of about $29,000,000. 

The number of horses received in the Chicago market during 
the year was 102,100. The number of calves 251,747. The total 
receipts of the foregoing mentioned animals during the year 1902 
aggregated 15,706,360, and the total number shipped during the 
same period was 3,116,643. 

Chicago's facilities for promptly and economically handling live 
stock are not equaled by those of any other market. The area of 
the Union Stock Yards is 500 acres, 450 of which are bricked or 
planked; the number of miles of railroad track in this area is 300; 
the number of pens 13,000. The yards are provided with every 
possible facility in the way of water reservoirs, water pipe lines, 
sewer lines, hydrants, electric power, etc. Its artesian wells have 
an average depth of 2,250 feet 

The number of arrivals at the port of Chicago of all croft 
during the year 1902 was 8,083, and the number of clearances, 
8,164. Each year the smaller craft are being replaced by vessels 
of larger size. The number of arrivals and clearances is every 
year diminishing, though the tonnage is increasing. This will con- 
tinue until nearly all the vessels on the lakes are of heavy tonnage. 
The smaller class of vessels cannot afford, at current freight rates, 
to continue in the carrying trade. As the vessels, especially 
those carrying grain, increase in size and capacity, the numbei 
of men to work the vessels is not proportionately increased, so 
that such vessels can carry freight at reduced rates, with profit 
to the ownei's. This is one of the most important of the evolutions 
in commerce that has taken place during the last decade. 

The tonnage of entrances and clearances at and from the port 
of Chicago during the year aggregated 14,408,395 tons. The 
tonnage in the foreign trade of London aggregated in 1901 
17,276,645 tons; of Liverpool, 12,636,225 tons; of Cardiff, 
12,737,057 tons; of Hull, 4,425,356 tons; of Hamburg, 15,297,289 
tons; of Havre, 4,406,159 tons; of New York, 17,398,058 tons; 
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of Boston, 4,498,785 tons; of Philadelphia, 3,871,928 tons; of 
Baltimore, 2,763,342 tons; of Bremen, 4,437,218 tons; of Rot- 
terdam, 11,684,209 tons; of Glasgow, 3,825,890 tons; and of 
San Francisco, 2,196,959 tons. 



WHEAT. 

The market opened at from 78i to 79 cents for contract wheat 
seller January. With the exception of a few sales early in the 
month at from 80 to 80^ cents, prices eased off and sales at the 
close of the month were made at 74f to 75-|^ cents per bushel. The 
February trade was dull and did not show any material change in 
prices. Sales for May delivery were made during the month of 
February at a range from 77f to 78^ cents per bushel without in- 
dicating any very decided trend to the market. The course of 
prices during March was downward and at the close of the month 
sales were effected at 70 J to71f cents for delivery during the month 
of May and round lots sold on the last day of the month at from 69| 
to 70i cents per bushel. From this time throughout the subse- 
quent months until September, the market was weak and declining, 
save as temporarily revived by some [local or spasmodic condition. 
September wheat sold on the last day of April at 74^ to 75f , and 
on the 31st of July at from 69 J to 70f cents per bushel. The trade 
during August was exceedingly dull as shown by the statement of 
daily prices for * 'seller" the month and for delivery 'in September 
and December and during the month of May, 1903, on page 76 of 
this volume. An improved demand for cash wheat favorably 
affected prices in September for "seller the month," and on the last 
day of that month round lots of regular cash were sold at 72| to 
95 cents per bushel. It was developed during the last ten days of 
the month that a strong hand had control of the market and prices 
during the last days of the month were quite strong, culminating 
on the 30th of the month, as has been quoted, at 95 cents per bushel 
for regular contract grades in round lots. Sales for delivery dur. 
ing December were not materially affected. The highest closing 
price, viz: 95 cents, showed an advance of 20^ cents per bushel 
from the highest price on the last day of August, and 24f cents 
from the lowest price for round lots on the 31st of August. 
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On the first of October sales were made for '^s^ller the month" 
at from 69 to 73 cents per bushel, the market being relieved from 
its pressure and resuming its normal condition. December wheat 
during November ranged from 70 J cents to 77f cents. This price 
was but temporary and on the closing day of that month sold at 73^ 
to 7^ cents. By this time considerable trading was done in wheat 
for May delivery and on the last day of November, May wheat sold 
at 75f and 76^ cents per bushel. Trading during the month of 
December did not exhibit any marked characteristics. Sales for 
May delivery were made on the first of the month at from 74r| to 
75| cents per bushel, and on the last day of the month 76^ to 76f 
cents, varying but a trifle from the prevailing prices of the pre- 
vious month. 

I refer to pages 62 to 85, inclusive, for daily prices of regular 
contract grades for delivery during each month and for delivery 
during future months. I also refer to page 11, showing prices on 
the 1st and 16th of each month for a series of years. I would like- 
wise refer for further information to page 9 showing the range of 
prices during each month of the year for several years, and a state- 
ment of weekly prices of various grades may be found on page 8. 
These all afford a most complete opportunity for a review of the 
course of the markets in this important cereal.

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CORN. 

The history of the corn market diirinjs^ last year was in many 
respects quite exceptional. The unusually small crop of corn, viz: 
1,522,000,000 bushels, gave great encouragement to speculation in 
this cereal. Although the volume was the smallest since the year 
1894, the farmer was more than compensated for the loss in vol- 
ume by the increased value of this crop. The general quality of 
com was unusually good, particularly in the States of Illinois, Mis- 
souri and Kansas. Somewhat severe frosts early in the season and 
a wet fall damaged the corn in the more northerly corn producing 
states. Conditions in this market contributed to active and some- 
times excited speculation during the year and business reached 
very extensive proportions. There was at various times great nerv- 
ousness and excitability in the market. The visible supply of 
com on the 4th of January, 1902, was 11,702,000 bushels. From 
about the middle of the succeeding March the supply uniformly 
diminished until reduced to 4,261,000 bushels on June 7th, and 
after regaining somewhat the latter part of that month and during 
July and early in August, again shrunk and was only 2,264,000 
bushels on September 30th. During December the quantity in- 
creased to some extent, and on the 27th of that month was 7,112,- 
000 bushels, as against 11,252,000 bushels on the corresponding 
date of the year 1901. As already remarked, there were abundant 
opportunities throughout the year for speculation in this commod- 
ity, which were fully improved. 

On page 23 may be seen a statement, which corresponds in its 
essential characteristics to the general situation, of the quantity of 
grain in store each week during the year. I also beg to refer to 
page 21, showing the volume of annual shipments of various grains 
for a long series of years and also showing the quantity of corn 
shipped from Chicago during the last year to be less than during any 
year since 1875. 

I would refer to pages 62 to 85, inclusive, for daily prices of 
round lots of regular contract grade of corn for delivery during 
the month when the sales were made, and also for delivery during 
the months traded in for future delivery, principally during May 
and December. 
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I beg to refer to page 11, whereon is recorded the prices of the 
various grades of corn in store and on track prevailing each week 
during the year, and also a statement showing the highest and low- 
est prices of No. 2 com cash in this market during each month of 
the year from 1873 to 1902, inclusive. Also, on page 15 may be 
seen the prices of No. 2 corn from 1896 to 1902 on the 1st and 
16th of each month of those years.

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OATS. 

The conditions affecting the market for oats at the beginning 
of the year induced a good demand. Old stocks were nearly ex- 
hausted. Unusually wet weather immediately following harvest, 
in the States of Illinois and Iowa, strengthened prices and created 
at times quite an extensive trade. Prices during the year for Con- 
tract Oats ranged from 28f to 71 cents per bushel. The great 
feature of the market was the creation of a new grade, called 
''Standard" Oats. These oats were traded for the first time for 
July delivery, and the first sales were made in the month of April 
for July delivery at 36*to 36f cents per bushel. The Contract 
grades of oats are: No. 1 White Oats, New No. 1 White Oats, No. 
2 White Oats, New No. 2 White Oats, and Standard Oats. The 
opening sales of the year of No. 2 Oats, '^seller the month," were 
from 45} cents to 46 cents per bushel. In the month of April, the 
same grade of oats, for '^seller the month," was sold at 41 cents 
and as high as 44f cents. Standard Cash Oats sold during the 
month of July as high as 71 cents per bushel, closing on the last 
day of that month at from 60 cents to 63 cents per bushel in round 
lots. The market during the latter part of July was one of intense 
excitement. This was the culmination of the speculative trade in 
this grain; and out of the conditions then existing and from the 
result of these extreme prices a great many controversies and con- 
siderable litigation arose. Cash Standard Oats for delivery during 
the month of August ranged from 34^ cents to 52 cents per bushel, 
most of the sales during that month ranging from 35 to 36^ cents. 
Standard Oats, ''seller the month," during December ranged from 
31 to 33 cents per bushel, and Standard Oats for May delivery 
closed on the last da}^ of the year at 33f to 33^ cents per bushel. 
On page 13 may be seen a statement showing the highest and low- 
est prices each month in the year from 1879 to 1902, and on page 
11 may be seen a statement of price for Cash No. 2 Oats on con- 
tracts sold by sample.

RYE. 

Out of a crop of 33,630,592 bushels, the largest crop ever 
produced in this country, about one-half of that quantity was so 
greatly damaged by violent and continuous rains that it could not 
be classed as merchantable; this was especially true of the crop of 
Michigan, Iowa, Illinois and Ohio. A large portion of the crop 
therefore was used for feeding purposes. The high prices for the 
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coarse cereals was most fortanate for the favorable disposal of this 
grain uoder conditions that otherwise would have resulted in seri- 
ous loss to the farmer. Much of the crop will naturally drift to 
foreign markets, where the common laborer is driven to use the 
cheapest food obtainable, almost regardless of its quality, and 
where the requirements of civilized labor do not obtain. The 
weather in the northern rye-producing states was not unfavorable, 
hence the receipts at northern primary markets were well main- 
tained and were uniform both in quality and volume. The high 
prices of corn and oats were of immense advantage to the sale of 
damaged coarse grains which during the last year were used to a 
larger extent than usual for feeding purposes, and presented un- 
usual opportunities to sell all kinds of damaged grain on the farm 
at good prices. The receipts of rye in this market aggregated 
3,170,541 bushels and shipments 2,834,215 bushels, the receipts 
not varying materially from those of the previous year, though the 
shipments exceed those of 1901 by about 1,500,000 bushels. The 
quantity that was shipped by the lakes aggregated 399,861 bush- 
els. Most of the shipments were via the eastern railway lines and 
aggregated 766,644 bushels. On page 16 may be found a state- 
ment showing the receipts and shipments of rye for the year, by 
months, and also showing the lines on which received and ship- 
ped. By far the larger portion of the receipts were brought in by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railway. On page 17 may he 
seen a statement showing the range of prices in store of No. 2 and 
No. 3. 

The average condition of Winter rye on December 1, 1902, was 
98.1 per cent. The acreage sown in the Fail of 1902 was 1,242, 
993 acres. The average condition of Winter rye on April 1, 
1903, was 97.9 per cent, and the average condition for ten years 
was 87.9 per cent. 

There were inspected in Chicago during the year 3,231 cars, 
as against 2,382 cars inspected in 1901.

BARLEY. 

The crop of barley was the largest recorded, viz: 134,954,023 
bushels, produced on 4,661,063 acres, valued, on the farm, at $61,- 
898,634. The largest barley-producing state is California, which 
yielded 29,751,124 bushels, followed by Minnesota with 25,956,245 
bushels. The crop of barley of 1901 aggregated 109,932,924 
bushels, and that of 1900, 58, 925, 833 bushels. The receipts in Chi- 
cago during the year aggregated 14,923,173 bushels and shipments 
3,505,423 bushels, shipments not varying materially from those 
of the previous year, but the receipts were about 1,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of those of 1901. 

As in the case of rye, persistent rains greatly damaged this crop. 
Barley of the best qualities was grown in the Dakotas and in Min- 
nesota. There was no considerable damage to the crop in Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, but the crop of Northern Iowa was so much 
injured by excessive rains that a large part was kept at home and 
fed to stock. 

The exports of barley for the year ended June 30, 1902, aggre- 
gated 8,714,268 bushels, valued at J3, 995, 303. Of our exports 
6,377,561 bushels were shipped to the United Kingdom and 1,034,- 
158 bushels to Portuguese Africa. 

The opening prices of the year for No. 3 Barley, "seller the 
month," was 57 to 62 cents. There was no material variation from 
these prices throughout the month, neither was there during the 
month of February. The latter part of the month of March prices 
improved, so that sales of this grade were made on the last day of 
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that montk at a range of from 61 to 66 cents per bushel. This 
strength in the market continued and prices still further improved, 
so that at the close of the month of April, sales were made at from 
64 to 70 cents per bushel. There was an improved demand during 
the month of May and prices wei*e well sustained. The trade dur- 
ing the month of June was quiet and prices eased off from one to 
two cents per bushel. They, however, recovered during the first 
part of the month of July and sales were made at as high as 73 
cents during the middle of that month. The market fell off dur- 
ing the last few days of July, so that there was a range of from 48 
to 65 cents per bushel. From that time through the month of 
August, the trade was dull and prices gradually, though not ma- 
terially, declined. Sales on the last of September were made at 
from 38 to 60 cents per bushel. This dullness prevailed through- 
out October and brought about a still further decline on an aver- 
age of about 1 to 1^ cents per bushel. In November there was 
but very little trade, the range being from 35 to 58 cents per 
bushel with but very little variation. Throughout December prices 
were about the same. 

On page 16 may be seen a detailed statement of the receipts and 
shipments of barley, showing the routes by which received and 
shipped, and also showing the receipts and shipments by months. 
A very large portion of the receipts of barley in this market is 
sold independent of inspection or grade. Fair to good malting 
barley sold, by sample, throughout the year at a range of from 42 
cents to 72 cents per bushel, and choice to fancy malting barley 
sold, by sample, at from 60 to 73 cents per bushel. 

FLOUR. 

The flour trade in this market is largely of a local character 
outside of the business transacted in the flouring mills. The mid- 
dle or commission man has disappeared from the market; his serv- 
ices are not wanted. The buyer puts himself in direct relation 
with the miller, or rather the miller passes by the commission mer- 
chant and calls at once and directly upon the buyer, not only in all 
domestic but in foreign markets. Chicago can not be called in any 
prominent sense a flour manufacturing center. Only 1,262,000 
barrels were manufactured in this city during 1902. There is but 
little variation from these figures for a series of years. The receipts 
of flour for the year aggregated 7,395,207 barrels, and shipments 
5,839,441 barrels, showing a marked falling off in both receipts 
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and shipments since the year 1901, receipts in 1901 being 10,232,- 
285 barrels. 

On page 7 may be seen a statement of prices of various grades 
in each week of the year.

There have been some features of this trade during the year 
Avhich have been of advantage to the miller in Chicago with refer- 
ence to his export business. There has not been so much discrim- 
ination in freight rates nor for so long a period against Chicago, 
and in favor of mills located north and west of Chicago, as formerly. 
Since December, however, a decided discrimination has been in 
operation in favor of mills north and west of us of at least five 
cents per barrel. Another feature is that allowance has been 
made by transportation lines of 2J cents per 100 pounds on all 
shipments destined for export. This concession was the result of 
strong efforts to place, as far as freight rates are concerned, flour 
on an equal basis for export with wheat. 
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HAY, 

The trade in this article was an active one during the year 
and was greater in volume than during the preceding year. The 
crop as reported by the United States Agricultural Department 
was, in tonnage, 59,857,576 tons, valued at ?542,036,364, the 
the largest ever recorded. The State of New York raised 70,748,- 
364 tons; Pennsylvania 51,702,028 tons; Ohio 40,382,024 tons; 
Illinois 36,553,749 tons. The importance and value of this crop, 
considered both in its direct and indirect effect upon manifold 
industries, can scarcely be overestimated. The average quality of 
the crop was below that of the preceding year, it being 85.7 per 
cent, as against 91.3 per cent in November, 1901, and 89.7 per 
cent in November, 1900. 

The local demand for hay absorbed nearly all of the receipts; 
a comparatively small quantity was shipped to the eastern markets 
from Chicago, those markets being supplied mainly by Michigan 
and Indiana. 

On page 96 of this volume may be seen a statement showing 
the receipts and shipments of hay; the lines by which received and 
shipped, and also a statement showing the monthly receipts and 
shipments. 

On page 97 may be found a statement of prices of various 
grades of hay for each month of the year. The United States 
exports of hay during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, aggre- 
gated 153,431 tons, valued at (2,580, 622, as against 89,364 tons, 
valued at $1,476,870 exported during the preceding fiscal year; 
72,716 tons, valued at $997,741, exported during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1900, and 64,916 tons, valued at $58,992, exported 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899. 

Efforts are being made, which we trust will meet with early 
success, to increase the facilities for disposing of consignments of 
hay promptly upon arrival. This will be of immense advantage 
not only to the railroads, but to all parties concerned. Efforts 
are also being made through the local trade here, supplemented by 
the efforts of the National Hay Association, to secure uniformity 
in the manner of packing hay, in order that it may be handled 
with rapidity and economy. 
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SEEDS. 

The receipts of timothy seed during the year aggregated 49,- 
959,011 pounds and shipments 40,111,410 pounds, as against 
33,685,111 pounds received and 40,661,267 pounds shipped 
during the preceding year; 43,764,951 pounds received and 46,- 
218,163 pounds shipped during the year 1900; 66,233,991 pounds 
received and 52,430,340 pounds shipped during 1899; 73,734,806 
pounds received and 54,330,625 pounds shipped during 1898, and 
57,079,591 pounds received and 46,417,248 pounds shipped during 
the year 1897. The receipts of clover seed during the year aggre- 
gated 7,770,868 pounds and shipments 6,339,522 pounds, as against 
7,570,308 pounds received and 8,301,434 pounds shipped during 
the preceding year; 10,393,821 pounds received and 8,812,802 
pounds shipped during the year 1900; 7,855,759 pounds received 
and 12,330,932 pounds shipped during 1899; 9,105,852 pounds 
received and 11,303,427 pounds shipped during 1898; 13,007,821 
pounds received and 17,230,467 pounds shipped during the year 
1897. 

Of other kinds of grass seeds, the receipts during the year 
aggregated 13,363,688 pounds and shipments 11,723,284 pounds, 
as against 16,369,131 pounds received and 11,324,410 pounds 
shipped during the year 1901; 10,628,523 pounds received and 
13,594,203 pounds shipped during 1900, and 10,136,159 pounds 
received and 11,318,254 pounds shipped during the year 1899. 

CLOVER SEED. 

The market for clover seed was in the main a conservative one 
and the general trend of prices was downward; the contract grades 
sold from $8.25 to $11.30, which did not materially vary from 
that of 1901. The spring trade was active and there was an 
evident willingness to realize, as prices had held high since 1900; 
and from ?10 at the beginning of the year the prices declined to 
from $8.50 to $8.35. Dealers were fortunate in disposing of their 
accumulations, to a large extent, at good prices. From this point 
the market was slow and dragging until September, when prices 
improved to $9.00 to $9.50. Unfavorable weather produced 
some anxiety as to the crop, which restored confidence in prices 
for good to choice seed, and sales were made at $11.00 to $11.25 
in October. The element of uncertainty, however, was not elimi- 
nated and transactions were devoid of any speculative character. 
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The year closed with sales of prime seed at $10. 85 per 100 pounds. 
A statement of weekly prices may be seen on page 91 of this 
volume. 

The month of the largest receipts was November, when 
2,612,460 pounds were received. The month of the largest 
shipments was March when 1,807,307 pounds were shipped. 

A comprehensive statement may be found on page 89, showing 
the names of the transportation lines over which received and over 
which shipped; and also showing monthly receipts and ship- 
ments. 

The exports of clover seed for the year aggregated 7,266,573 
pounds, valued at $594,733, of which 2,894,027 pounds were 
shipped to Germany and 2,441,008 pounds to the United 
Kingdom. 

TIMOTHY SEED. 

Timothy seed ranged in value from $5.00 to $6.20 per cental 
at the beginning of the year for ordinary to prime contract grades. 
The range for the year was from $2.00 for very undesirable lots, 
to $7.35, the lowest prices prevailing in November and December, 
and the highest prices in May. The advent of the new crop year, 
promising a large yield, imparted a downward tendency to prices. 
The prevalence of rains over the producing regions caused 
considerable damage and much of the seed was badly ^discolored, 
resulting in wide fluctuations in prices. The closing sales of the 
year were made at $4.25 for strictly prime. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railway brought 
20,441,867 pounds, which was largely in excess of the number of 
pounds brought by any other line. The 4 ports aggregate 
5,966,986 pounds. 

On page 89 may be found a statement showing the routes by 
which received and shipped, and also showing the monthly receipts 
and shipments. The month of the largest receipts and shipments 
was September, when 14,906,715 pounds were received and 
11,047,211 pounds shipped. 

A large portion of the sales of this seed was made by sample and 
without special reference to grade. Some samples of a particu- 
larly good color, on account of an admixture of dirt, may not in- 
spect ''prime," and yet at the same time may be very desirable and 
command high prices somewhat out of proportion to the prices

paid for regular contract grades. A very close examiDation is 
made of samples, and experts select lots adapted to the character 
of the demand. For this reason there is a great variation in 
quotations, and it is difficult to give an accurate idea of prices 
obtained for a great variety of lots of this seed. 

FLAXSEED. 

The trade in flaxseed was dull throughout the year. 

The crop was estimated at about 25,000,000 bushels; its 
quality was inferior to that of the preceding year, it being esti- 
mated that only 53 per cent, was of * 'Contract" grade as against 80 
per cent, of the crop of 1901. 

The quantity exported aggregated 3,874,033 bushels, valued 
at $6,031,887, of which 1,098,323 bushels were shipped to the 
United Kingdom; 695,905 bushels to the Dominion of Canada; 
995,527 bushels to the Netherlands; 597,323 bushels to Belgium, 
and 286,595 bushels to France. There was an extensive demand 
for oil and a steady foreign trade in oil cake, owing to the 
prevailing high prices for feeding grades of all kinds of grain. 

A comprehensive table of prices may be seen on pages 86, 87 
and 88 of this volume; and on pages 104 and 105, a statement 
showing receipts and shipments of flaxseed for a series of years. 
Si>eculative business in this article was smaller during the year 
than for several years. A marked feature of this business was that 
a small portion of the flaxseed arriving in this market was handled 
through public warehouses. 

The receipts of flaxseed, as elsewheie stated, during the year 
aggregated 4,737,667 bushels and shipments 1,254,780 bushels. 

I refer for a full statement of receipts and shipments found on 
page 90 of this volume. 

PROVISION TRADE. 

The trade in provisions was one with unusual characteristics, 
mainly occasioned by high prices for the coarser grains used for 
feeding stock. Under ordinary conditions receipts of hogs would 
have been quite small during the first months of the year, as there 
were comparatively few good hogs to come to market, but it soon 
developed that high prices, for com and oats particularly, induced 
free shipments to market of immature hogs, and as a result there 
were large stocks of pork at provision packing points for which 
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there was but a limited demand during the early months of the 
year. 

The receipts of pork during the year 1902 aggregated 9,824 
barrels, and shipments 189,609 barrels. On pages 104 and 105 may 
be seen a statement of the receipts and shipments of pork from 
1860 to 1902, inclusive. Our exports of pork from the port of 
Chicago during 1902 aggregated 6,119 barrels, valued at $88,397. 

Sales of cash mess pork were made at the beginning of the 
year at $16.85 to $16.90 per barrel, and at the close of the year 
at $17.00 per barrel; for May delivery at $17.20 to $17. 37^ 
on the 2d of January, and at $15.80 to $15.90 on the last day of 
that month. The market during February was a dull one with a 
declining tendency recording sales on the 28th at $15.30 to $15. 47^ 
per barrel. The trade in March improved and at the close of that 
month sales were made for May delivery at $16.60 per barrel; the 
improvement continued through the month of April at a steady 
pace, sales on the 30th of April being made at $16.75 and at $17.00 
on the 15th, for May delivery. Trade increased during May, and 
sales for July delivery were made at from $16.62^ to $17.57 J; the 
improvement continued during the month of June and was distinctly 
marked at the close, round lots of cash pork selling at $18.30 
per barrel.

The market for lard was an active one throughout the year and 
prices were higher than during 1901; stocks were kept within 
moderate dimensions under the management of leading operators, 
and the influence of a strong demand. Speculative trading was 
large, both on domestic and foreign account. The export demand 
was extensive, quite uniform in volume and well sustained during 
the year, sales ranging from $9.20 to $11.60, the lowest price 
ruling in February and the highest in September. A weekly state- 
ment of prices may be found on page 50 of this report; on page 54 
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may be seen a statement of monthly stocks of lard in Chicago 
for a smes of years, and onpage 58 a statement of weekly 
shipments of lard from Chicago. ^ ^Seller the month" at the 
beginning of the year sold from $9.95 to $10.00 per 100 pounds, 
closing on the last day of January at from $9.25 to $9.27|. 
Sales of lard for May delivery, at the beginning of the year, 
were made from $9.87^ to $10.02^, closing on the last day of 
January at from $9.37^ to $9.40. During March prices im- 
proved and lard for May delivery sold from $9.27J, during 
a short period of dullness in that month, to $9.87}, the higher 
figures prevailing during the latter part of March. The market 
during April acquired additional strength and sales were made as 
high as $10.20 for July delivery, and for * 'seller the month" 
at $10.07^. An increaged demand visited the market in May, 
causing sales of July lard to reach $10.45. During the month of 
June the speculative trade was mostly in transactions for Sep- 
tember delivery, sales on the last day of June for that delivery 
were made at from $10.67^ to $10.65. Prices still further im- 
proved during the month of July; *'seller the month" sold as 
high as $11.42^ and sales for September delivery at $11.50. 
Prices during the month of August fell off; ' 'seller the month" 
was quoted on the 30th at $10.40 to $10.45, and for October 
delivery at $9.47^ to $9.70. 

The trade in September showed some improvement in prices 
for "seller the month," opening at about the same prices as pre- 
vailed during the latter part of August, but soon improved and 
closed at about $11.50 per 100 pounds. On the 30th sales for 
January delivery were made at from $8.27} to $8.85. Prices im- 
proved during the month of October and sales for December 
delivery were made from $8.90 to $10.05, closing at $9.80 to $9.85 
on the last day of that month. There was no material change in 
prices during November and the trade was comparatively dull. 
Sales for January delivery made in December showed a slight im- 
provement in prices over those ruling during the previous month. 

The receipts of lard for the year aggregated 40,758,916 pounds 
and shipments 382,498,069 pounds, as against 71,504,703 pounds 
received and 483,379,116 pounds shipped during the year 1901. 
On page 42 may be found a statement of receipts and shipments, 
designating the transportation lines over which received and ship- 
ped, also showing the monthly receipts and shipments for the year.

RAILROADS. 

The history of railroads in this country is not simply remark- 
able, it is startling. The total railway mileage in the United 
States at the close of the calendar year 1901 was 198,787 miles, 
showing an increase over the mileage of the preceding year of 
4,453 miles. The total miles in operation in 1864, at the close of 
the war, was 33,908 miles. The railway mileage of the country 
has more than doubled since 1880. The railway mileage of the 
Southwestern States was, in 1901, 39,242 miles, and of the North- 
western States, comprising Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakotas, Wyoming and Montana, designated as Group 7 
in the classification of railway returns, 32,640 miles. The railway 
mileage of the New England States was 7,518 miles, and of the 
Middle Atlantic States 22,497 miles. The number of locomotive 
engines at the close of the year 1901 was 39,729, of passenger cars 
27,144, of baggage, mail, etc., cars 8,667, and of freight cars 
1,409,472. The locomotive works are behind in filling orders, and 
car works are unable to turn out freight cars fast enough to meet 
the demand. The capital stock of the railroads of this country 
amounts to $5,978,796,249, and the funded debt $6,035,469,741. 
The total cost of construction per mile is $62,926.00 and the net 
traffic earnings amount to $520,294,727.00. 

The number of miles of railroad in Europe, at the close of the 
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year 1900 as publisbed by Archiv fur Kisenbahnwesen for May 
and Jane, 1902, was 176,174; in Asia, 37,469; in Africa, 12,498; 
in Australasia, 14,922; in North America, 223,447, and in South 
America, 26,449 miles. The total railway mileage of the world in 
1900, as given by the same authority, was 490,959 miles.

800.51 and $20,597,677.54 respectively. 

It will be observed that the amount of clearances during the 
year last past amounted to over $25,000,000.00 more than during 
the year 1899. 

The above statements, dating from the time when a vigorous 
policy of this Board against buci^et shops was forcefully inau. 
gurated, show a uniform and substantial increase in the business of 
our members and constitute one of the strongest evidences of the 
wisdom of that policy. 
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Your directory is gratified that the undisputed right of the 
Board to its quotations is fully established, and that its right to 
enforce its rules is recognized by the courts. 

Your directory cannot doubt that the policy so consistently and 
vigorously pursued during the past three years will not only be 
upheld but prosecuted with an aggressive and uncompromising 
loyalty to the highest mercantile standards. 

The inviolability of a business contract and the maintenance of 
all our rules, both in letter and in spirit, must be always insisted 
upon if this organization shall continue to be what its founders de- 
signed that it should be — an organization for the promotion of 
commerce based upon fair dealing and mutual advantage; and for 
the inculcation of the principles of justice and equity in trade and 
for securing to its members the benefits of co-operation in the fur- 
therance of their legitimate pursuits. 

Our legal department has been very busy during the year; 
fifty-three suits have been commenced in which the Board was in- 
volved; in forty six the Board or its officers were defendants; 
forty-one of these related to margins upon July oats; three sought 
to prevent the Board from disciplining members, and the rest arose 
out of the Board's eflforts to protect its property right in its quota- 
tions and keep them from bucketshops. 

Our right to maintain our commission rule was again empha- 
sized by the decision of Judge Baker of the Circuit Court, who re- 
fused a mandamus to restore to membership Mr. John Dickinson, 
who was on February 6, 1901, expelled for violating it. 

A notable victory has been the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Illinois, affirming that of Judge Tuley, and declaring unconsti- 
tutional the law of 1896 -allowing public warehousemen to store 
their own grain. 

The Board's property right in its quotations, and its right to 
protect it by injunction, have been still more firmly established by 
the U. S Circuit Court of Appeals of the Seventh Circuit, which, 
in October, 1902, affirmed Judge Kohlsaat's previou s decision to 
that eflfect. This decision establishes the law for the Federal 
Courts of Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin. 

In a suit brought by the Board against the O'Dell Commission 
Company in the Federal Court at Cincinnati, Judge Thompson 
denied a temporary injunction upon the ground that the Board 
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was violating the bucketsbop statute of Illinois. If be adberes to 
tbis view upon tbe final bearing soon to be bad, tbe case will be 
appealed. 

Tbis decision of Judge Tbompson was, in a suit brougbt by 
tbe Board against tbe Cbristie Grain & Stock Company in tbe 
Federal Court at Kansas City, repudiated by Judge Hook, wbo 
decided tbat ^'Ibe Board of Trade performs a most important 
function in tbe internal commerce of tbis country*'; upbeld our 
property rigbt in our quotations, and enjoined tbe Cbristie con- 
cern from stealing or using tbem. Tbis case bas been appealed to 
theU. S. Circuit Court of Appeals at St. Louis, wbose decision, 
if favorable, will establish our property rigbt in our quotations for 
all tbe Federal Courts between tbe Mississippi river and tbe Rocky 
mountains. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois bas affirmed tbe decision of tbe 
Appellate Court reversing Judge Vail's decision in tbe Central 
Stock & Grain Exchange case, and thus has established for all 
time in this State tbe principle tbat bucket shops are not entitled 
to our quotations. 

The campaign against bucket shops bas been vigorously pressed 
durmg tbe last year, and injunctions have been obtained against 
tbe following persons:.

The injunctions against the three last named persons have not 
yet become eflfective, owing to appeals. 

The following other suits are pending in the Federal Courts: 

At Indianapolis, three bills against the L. A. Kinsey Company 
and forty-four other bucket shops, constituting practically all the 
bucket shops in Indiana at the time the suits were commenced. 
The Master in Chancery has made a report, disagreeing with 
Judge Thompson, and recommending that injunctions issue 
against defendants. 

At Omaha, against the Boyd Commission Company, H. B. 
Penney & Company, Frank H. Pierson and Sewell Sleuman. The 
court has this case under advisement. 

At St. Paul, against the Coe Commission Company and its 
oflBcers. 

At St. Louis, two suits against the Donovan Commission Com- 
pany, the Cella Commission Company, and their officers. These 
suits are ripe for hearing, and an early hearing is anticipated. 

A suit was commenced by Messrs. Portus B. and Charles A. 
Weare, in the Circuit Court, to enjoin the Board from proceeding 
to try them on charges filed for misconduct as members, and 
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Judge Chytraus issued ao ex parte injunction against the Board 
and also against Mr. McNeil, who preferred the charges. Subse- 
quently this judge dissolved the injunction as to the Board, but let 
it stand to enjoin Mr. McNeil from pressing his charges, or testify- 
ing before the Board of Directors, thus indirectly stopping the 
disciplinary proceedings. The case was appealed by the Board, 
and the Appellate Court reversed Judge Chytraus and dissolved 
the injunction in toto. 

In August numerous suits were commenced against sundry 
members and the President of the Board to enjoin the signing 
down of margins put up on July oats, and Judge Chytraus granted 
injunctions, holding that the controversy over the right to the 
margins should be decided by the courts, instead of a committee 
of the Board, whenever either party insisted upon it The Apel- 
late Court, upon appeals, affirmed all but one of the cases. The 
result of this decision is that neither party can be compelled to 
accept the decision of the Margin Committee as to the right to the 
margins, but may, in case of a dispute, have the matter adjudi- 
cated by the courts. The Board of Directors may, however, sus- 
pend or expel the objecting member if found guilty of bad faith 
or dishonest conduct in violating the agreement involved in the 
putting up of the margins. So much of this decision as is adverse 
to the Board will be appealed to the Supreme Court, as the ques- 
tion of charter power involved is an important one. 

Mr. Woods, of Minneapolis, upon being expelled, commence 
in the Federal Court an action against the Board for 9^00,000 
damges. We have no fear as to the outcome of this.

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GRAIN INSPECTION. 



Ribles governing the inspection of Grain in the City of Chic<igOf State of Illinois. 



The following are the rules adopted by the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners establishing a proper number and standard of grades for tbe 
inspection of grain, as revised by them ; the same to take effect on and after 
July 1, 1902, in lieu of all rules on the same subject heretofore existing: 

RULE 1.— WINTER WHEAT. 

White winter. No. 1 white winter wheat shall be pure white winter wheat, or 
red and white mixed, sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 white winter wheat shall be white winter wheat, or red 
and white mixed, sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 white winter wheat shall include white winter wheat, or 
red and white mixed, not clean and plump enough for No. 2, but 
weighing not less than fifty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 white winter wheat shall include white winter wheat, 
damp, musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3. 
Long red. No. 1 long red winter wheat shall be pure red winter wheat of 

tiie long-berried varieties; sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 long red winter wheat shall be of the same varieties as 
No. 1; sound and reasonably clean. 
Hard winter. Hard winter wheat— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 hard winter 
wheat shall correspond, in all respects, with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 
3 and 4 red winter wheat, except that they shall be of the Turkish 
variety. 

In case of mixture of Turkish red winter wheat with red winter 
wheat it shall be graded according to the quality thereof and classed 
as hard winter wheat. 
Red winter. No. I red winter wheat shall be pure red winter wheat of both 
light and dark oolors of the shorter-berried varieties; sound, plump 
and well cleaned. 

No. 2 red winter wheat shall be red winter wheat of both light 
and dark colors; sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 red winter wheat shall include red winter wheat not 
cleaned and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than 
fifty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 red winter wheat shall include red winter wheat damp, 
musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it unfit 
for No. 3. 
MLxture. Red winter wheat containing a mixture not exceeding five per 

cent, of white winter wheat shall be classed as red winter wheat. 

Red winter wheat containing more than five per cent, of white 
winter wheat shall be graded according to the quality thereof and 
classed as white winter wheat.

No. 1 Colorado wheat shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. Coiorada 
No. 2 Colorado wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean and of 

good milling quality. 

No. 3 Colorado wheat shall include Colorado wheat not cleaned 

and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty-four 

pounds to the measured bushel. 

RULE II.— SPRING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Northern spring wheat— must be northern grown spring Northern 
wheat, sound and reasonably clean, and of good milling quality, "^' °* ^^ ^ 
and must contain not less than tlfty per cent, of the hard varieties 
of spring wheat. 

No. 2 Northern spring wheat— must be northern grown spring 
wheat, not clean enough or sound enough for No. 1, and must contain 
not less than fifty per cent, of the hard varieties of spring wheat. 

No. 1 spring wheat shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. Spring wheat. 

No. 2 spring wheat shall be souud, reasonably clean and of good 
milling quality. 

No. 3 spring wheat shall include all inferior, shrunken or dirty 
spring wheat weighing not less than fifty-three pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 spring wheat shall include spring wheat damp, musty, 
grown, badly bleached, or for any cause which renders it unfit 
for No. 3. 

White spring wheat— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 white spring 
wheat shall correspond with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 spring 
wheat, except that they shall be of the white variety, or shall 
contain five per cent., or more, of such white wheat. 

Black Sea and Flinty Fife wheat shall in no case be inspected 
higher than No 2, and rice wheat no higher than No. 4. 

Frosted wheat— shall in no case be graded higher than No. 4, • 
except that the grade of No. 3 may contain as much of said frosted 
wheat as it is customary to allow of wheat damaged in any other way. 

RULE III.— MIXED WHEAT. 

. The grades of Nos. 2 and 3 mixed wheat shall be equal in quality 
to the grades Nos. 2 and 3 red winter wheat; except that they shall 
include mixtures of spring and winter wheat. 

RULE IV.— UNCLEANED SPRING WHEAT. 

The department will, in addition to grading spring wheat under 
Rule 2, give dockage and grade if cleaned. 

RULE v.— CORN. 

No. 1 yellow corn shall be yellow, sound, dry, plump and well Fellow, 
cleaned. 

No. 2 yellow corn shall be three-fourths yellow, dry, rejisonably 
clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 yellow corn shall be three-fourths yellow, reasonably dry 
and reasonably clean, but not sufiiciently sound for No. 2. 
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White.

No. 1 white corn shall be sound, dry, plump, and well cleaned.

No. 3 corn shall be mixed com, reasonably dry and reasonably 
clean, but not sufficiently sound for No 2. 

No. 4 corn.— Corn that is badly damaged, damp or very dirty, 
shall be graded no higher than No. 4. 

Corn that is wet or in heating condition shall not be graded. 



RULE VI.— OATS. 



White. No- 1 white oats shall be white, sound, clean and reasonably free 

from other grain. 

No. 2 white oats shall be seven-eighths white, sweet, reasonably 
clean and reasonably free from other grain, 
standard. Standard Oats —Shall be seven-eighths white, but not sufficiently 

sound and clean for No. 2 white, and shall be reasonably free from 
other grain and weighing not less than twenty-eight pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 3 white oats shall be seven-eighths white, but not sufficiently 
sound and clean for Standard oats and weighing not less than 
twenty-two pounds to the measured bushel.

The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Bay Brewing barlev shall conform Bay Brewing, 
in all respects to the grades of Nos. I, 2 and 3 barley; except that 
they shall be of the Bay Brewing variety grown in the Territories 
and on the Pacific coast. 

The grades of Nos. I, 2 and 3 Chevalier barley shall conform in Chevalier, 
all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 barley; except that they 
shall be of the Chevalier variety grown in the Territories and on the 
Pacific coast. 

RULE IX. 

The word ''new" shall be inserted in each certificate of inspection 
of a newly harvested crop of oats until the fifteenth day of August; 
of rye, until the first day of September; of wheat, until the first 
day of November, and of barley until the first day of May of 
each year. 

This change shall be construed as establishing new grades for the 
times specified, to conform to the existing grades of grain in all 
particulars, excepting the distinctions hereby established between 
the new and the old crop, and shall apply to grain inspected from 
store for two months after the times respeciively above specified. 

RULE X. 

All grain that is wet, warm or in a heating condition, or grain 
contaimng weevil or wild onions, or grain that is burnt and smoky 
or otherwise unfit for warehouses, shall not be graded. 

RULE XI. 

All inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when 
necessary, fully known by notations on their books. The weight 
alone shall not determine the grade. 

RULE XII. 

Each inspector is required to ascertain the weight per measured 
bushel of each lot of wheat inspected by him and note the same on 
his book.

has evidently been "plugged/' or otherwise improperly "loaded/* 
for the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
*' scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shall not be 
graded higher than Ko. 3." 

Attempts at '*A11 persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 

i^j^erenco. report to the Chief Inspector, in writing, all attempts to defraud the 

system of grain inspection established by law, and all instances 

where warehousemen shall deliver, or attempt to deliver, grain of a 

lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt." 

'* They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of re- 
ceivers or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, to 
instruct, or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission."

Board of Trade, Chicago. 



Be it enacted by tlie People of the State of lUinois, represented in (he 
General Assembly: 

Section 1. That the persons now composing the Board of Trade ggj**"*** 
of the City of Chicago, are hereby created a body politic and cor- 
porate, under the name and style of the *' Board of Trade of the 
City of Chicago,'' and by that name may sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, receive and hold property and effects, real and per- 
sonal, by gift, devise or purchase, and dispose of the same by sale, 
lease, or otherwise (said property so held not to exceed at any time Limit of 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars); may have a common seal, seau^^^' 
and alter the same from time to time; and make such Rules, Regu- po^^y ^^ 
lations and By-Laws from time to time as they may think proper or ^p*,^?^®"» 
necessary for the government of the corporation hereby created, not and b^-iaws. 
contrary to the laws of the land. 

Sec. 2. That the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the said Present Rules, 
existing Board of Trade shall be the Rules and By-Laws of the cor- and b^-i^s 
poration hereby created, until the same shall be regularly repealed Sitn dUily 
or altered; and that the present officers of said Association, known <^'**°««<*- 
as the " Board of Trade of the City of Chicago," shall be the officers 
of the corporation hereby created, until their respective offices shall 
regularly expire or be vacated, or until the election of new officers 
according to the provisions hereof. 

Sec. 3. The officers shall consist of a President, one or more oiBcenL 
Vice-Presidents, and such other officers as may be determined upon 
by the Rules, Regulations, or By-Laws of said corporation. All of 
said officers shall respectively hold their offices for the length of time 
fixed upon by the Rules and Regulations of said corporation hereby 
created, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 4. The said corporation is hereby authorized to establish Rules, 
such Rules, Regulations and By-Laws for the management of their Imd By^junrs. 
business, and the mode in which it shall be transacted, as they may 
think proper. 

Sec. 5. The time and manner of holding elections and making Manner of 
appointments of such officers as are not elected, shall be established eiect££i. 
by the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of said corporation. 
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Sbc. 6. Said corporation shall have the right to admit or expel 
such persons as they may see fit, in manner to be prescribed by the 
Bales, Regulations and By-Laws thereof. 

Sec. 7. Said corporation may constitute and appoint Committees 
of Reference and Arbitration, and Committees of Appeals, who shall 
be governed by such rules and regulations as may be prescribed in the 
Rules, Regulations, or By-Laws for the settlement of such matters 
of difference as may be voluntarily submitted for arbitration by 
members of the Association, or by other persons not members 
thereof; the acting chairman of either of said committees, when 
sitting as arbitrators, may administer oaths to the parties and wit- 
nesses, and issue subpoenas and attachments, compelling the attend- 
ance of witnesses, the same as Justices of the peace, and in like 
manner directed to any constable to execute. 

Sec. 8. When any submission shall have been made in writing, 
and a final award shall have been rendered, and no appeal taken 
within the time fixed by the Rules or By-Laws, then, on filing such 
award and submission with the Clerk of the Circuit Court, an execu- 
tion may issue upon such award as if it were a judgment rendered 
in the Circuit Court, and such award shall thenceforth have the force 
and effect of such a judgment, and shall be entered upon the judg- 
ment docket of said court. 

Sec. 9. It shall be lawful for said corporation, when they shaU 
think proper, to receive and require of and from their officers, wheth^ 
elected or appointed, good and sufficient bonds for the faithful dls- 
charge of their duties and trusts ; and the President or Secretary 
is hereby authorized to administer such oaths of office as may be 
prescribed in the By-Laws or Rules of said corporation. Said bonds 
shall be made payable and conditioned as prescribed by the Rules or 
By-Laws of said corporation, and may be sued and the moneys col- 
lected and held for the use of the party injured, or such other use as 
may be determined upon by said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Said corporation shall have power to appoint one or 
more persons, as they may see fit, to examine, measure, weigh, gauge, 
or inspect fiour, grain, provisions, liquor, lumber, or any other arti- 
cles of produce or traffic commonly dealt in by the members of said 
corporation ; and the certificate of such person or inspector as to the 
quality or quantity of any such article, or their brand or mark upon 
it, or upon any package containing such article, shall be evidence 
between buyer and seller of the quantity, grade or quality of the 
same, and shall be binding upon the members of said corporation, or 
others interested, and requiring or assenting to the employment cl 
such weighers, measurers, gangers, or inspectors ; nothing herein 
contained, however, shall compel the employment, by any one, of any 
such appointee. 

Sec. 11. Said corporation may inflict fines upon any of Its mem- 
bers, and collect the same, for breach of its Rules, Regulations, or 
By-Laws ; but no fine shall exceed five dollars.

OBJECTS. 



The objects of the Assooiation are: To maintain a Commercial Pr«*«nbie. 
Exchange; to promote uniformity in the customs and usages of 
merchants ; to inculcate principles of justice and equity in trade ; to 
facilitate the speedy adjustment of business disputes ; to acquire and 
to disseminate valuable commercial and economic information ; and, 
generally^ to secure to its members the benefits of co-operation in the 
furtherance of their legitimate pursuits. 

In accordance with the franchises conferred by its Charter, and 
to accomplish the objects sought by the Association in its organiza- 
tion, 

The Boakd of Tbadb of thb Citt of CmcAoo has adopted, 
for its direction and government, the following Rules and By-Laws: 
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RULE I. 

QOVEKNHEKT AKD ELECTIOKS. 

Section 1. The goyemment of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago, and the control and management of its Real Bstate 
(including all of the authority and power heretofore vested in the 
Board of Real Estate Managers), are hereby vested in a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, and fifteen Directors, who, including the Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents, shall be known as the Board of Directors, 
all of whom shall have been members of the Association for at least 
one year next preceding their election. The President, one Vice- 
President, and five Directors shall be elected annually. The Presi- 
dent shall hold his ofllce for the term of one year, or until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified; the Vice-Presidents, in lilse manner, 
shall hold their offices for the term of two years, and the Directors, 
in lilce manner, for the term of three years. Ten members of the 
Board of Directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but a less number may adjourn from time to time, to any 
fixed date preceding the next regular meeting of said Board. 

Seo. 2. There shall also be elected by the members of the Asso- 
ciation a Committee of Arbitration and a Committee of Appeals, con- 
sisting of ten members each, who shall hold their respective offices 
for the period of two years. Five members of each committee shall 
be elected annually. The qualifications for election to either of 
these committees shall be the same as for the office of Director. No 
person shall, at the same time, be a member of both committees. 

Seo. 8. The annual election for all elective officers not other- 
wise provided for, shall be held in the Exchange Hall on the first 
Monday after the second day of January in each year, between the 
hours of ten o'cloclc A. M. and two o'cloclc P. M., and all voting 
shall be by the Australian Ballot, The official term of all officers 
shall commence on the Monday succeeding their election. 

Seo. 4. For President and Vice-Presidents, a majority of all the 
votes cast shall be necessary to a choice; but for all oth?r elective 
officers a plurality shall elect. 

Sec 5. In case of failure to elect any officer voted for on the first 
trial, another election, in like manner, shall be held on the succeed- 
ing day, and if there shall again be a failure to elect, then, upon a 
third trial, held in lili^e manner, on the day following, a plurality 
shall elect. 

Seo. 6. If from any cause an election of officers is not had at 
the regular annual election, or in case of the death, resignation, or 
removal of the President, either of the Vice-Presidents, Directors, 
or members of either of the Committees of Arbitration or Appeals, It 
shall be in the power of the Association to fill such vacancies for 
the remainder of the official term at any regular or special election 
thereafter; provided, notice of said special election shall have been 
announced on 'Change at least three days immediately preceding 
such election.

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At every annual or special election only those ballots shall beB«iioti at 
counted which contain as many names of the regularly nominated ^^ 
candidates for Directors and members of the Committees of Arbitra- 
tion and Appeals respectively as are to be elected at such election; 
and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to have this portion of the 
rules printed on all ballots used at any such election. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the President, prior to any elec- Tellers of 
tlon to be held by the Association, to appoint or cause to be*^^****^ 
appointed a sufficient number of tellers, who shall have charge of nnties. 
the ballot boxes and poll lists of the Association, and who shall 
receive consecutively, and place the same in the ballot box, all ballots 
of members who shall be in good and regular standing, who shall 
have paid all dues and assessments. They shall keep a record of all 
members voting, and opposite each name shall place the number of 
the ballot deposited by said member. Three of the tellers shall con- Quorum, 
stitute a quorum for receiving and recording the votes. No ballot 
box shall be opened, nor shall any votes be counted, except in the 
presence of at least four of their number. They shail make all Returns m 
returns in writing to the President of the Association, duly signed ^^^k- 
by at least four of their number, and the Secretary shall preserve all pregerration 
the ballots for the period of at least one month, for further exam ina- «' baiiou, 
tion, if the same shall be ordered by the Board of Directors, to verify 
the correctness of the returns of said tellers. 

Sec. 8. In the hearing or trial of any case or controversy before DiBquaiifl<»r 
the Board of Directors, or before any committee of the Association, SSSJtora or 
no Director and no member of any such committee shall serve or act "«™*>«" <>'

in such hearing or trial who has any financial interest or concern in 
the result of such hearing or trial, or who shall be a bussiness 
partner of any party thus interested. 

BULE II. 

DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to act as gen- Bxemtive 
eral executive officer of the Association and of the Board of Direct- ^^^"' 
ors, respectively; to preside at all meetings of either of these t^ ^ct as pie- 
bodies, and lo direct the proceedings of each in accordance with the "d»ng officer. 
Kules, By-Laws and Hules of Order governing the same; he shall 
have power to call special meetings of the Board of Directors and of to caiiapeciai 
the Association; and upon the written request of twenty-five mem-"®®""*"* 
bers, he shall call special meetings of the Association, which shall be 
done by causing notice of the same to be publicly announced on 
'Change; provided^ such request shall state the object for which such Q^jg^^ ^^ ^^ 
meeting is to be called, and is made at least three business days pre- •*»*«<»• 
ceding the said meeting. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order To preserve 
and proper business decorum in the Exchange and other rooms of the ^ 
Association, and in the corridors, halls, entrances and other parts of 
the building of the Association; and, in case any member, or other 
person, shall be guilt of any disorderly, boisterous or offensive con- 
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duct in or about the Exchange or other rooms of the Association, or 
in or about the corridors, halls, entrances or other parts of the build- 
ing of the Association, he shall be for that offense suspended from 
admission to the Exchange rooms of the Association for such time as 
may be determined by the President, subject, however, to appeal to 
the Board of Directors; but pending such appeal the suspension 
shall not be enforced. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Pref^ident to temporarily fill 
any vacancy which may occur in any appointive oflQce of the Asso- 
ciation, and to appoint all committees whose appointment is not 
otherwise provided for. 

RULE III. 

yiCS-FBESIDBNTS - DUTIES. 

Section 1. The Vice-President serving upon the last year of 
his olBcial term shall be the first Vice-President, and the Vice- 
President servinj^ upon the first year of his olBcial term sliall be the 
second Vice-President. It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents, 
respectively, in this order, to perform the duties of President, in 
case of his absence or disability. 

RULE IV. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE BOABD OF DIRSCTOBS. 

Section 1. All the business and financial concerns of the Asso- 
ciation shall be managed and conducted (in accordance with the 
Charter, Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association) by or 
under the direction of the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall, on the Tuesday succeed- 
ing each annual election, or as soon thereafter as may be practicable, 
appoint a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, a Treasurer and such 
Inspectors, Gangers, Weighers, Measurers, and other ofllcers, clerks, 
assistants and employes as they may consider necessary for the pur- 
poses of the Association, and they may establish such regulations for 
the direction and government of such appointees as they may think 
proper; and may fix their compensation, and determine by whom the 
same shall hQ paid. The term of ofiice of all such appointees shall 
commence on the Tuesday succeediug their appointment, or at such 
other time as the Board of Directors may designate, and shall con- 
tinue for one year, or until their successors are appointed and 
assume their duties; but all such appointments shall be revocable 
at the will and pleasure of said Board. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall require of all appointees an 
oath to well and faithfully perform all and singular the duties of 
their offices, and may at its discretion require a good and sufficient 
bond to secure such performance. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall hold stated meetings every 
Tuesday, except when Tuesday shall fall upon a legal holiday, in 
which case the meeting for that day may be omitted. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Directors shall cause to be announced on 
'Change all appointments of public concern which they shall mal^, 
and all revocations of the same; and at every annual meeting they 
shall make a full report of receipts and expenditures, properly clas- 
sified, and an exhibit of the financial affairs, property and general 
condition of the AFsociation. They shall, previous to the annual 
meeting of the Association, assess on each of the members of the 
Association an amount which, in their judgment, will be sufficient, 
in the aggregate, to meet all estimated expenditures of the Asaocia- 
tion for the ensuing fiscal year, and they shall, at the annual meeting, 
report to the Association the pro rata amount so assessed. 
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Sec. 6. The Board of Directors shall provide suitable and con- «ooiii». 
venlent Exchanfi^ and other necessary rooms and offices for the pur- 
pose of the Association, and they shall cause the same to be kept in 
a comfortable, neat and orderly condition. They shall on all business 
days cause the Exchange Hall to be open, set apart and devoted to 
the purposes of a general exchange during the hours for regular 
trading, as provided by Section 1 of Kule XVI. They shall nave 
power to make such Bules and Hegulations as they may deem neces- power to 
sary in regard to the use of the Exchange rooms, and the other regulate use 
rooms, ofHces, corridors, halls, entrances and other parts of the build- ^^ "*«^™'*- 
Ing of the Association, and to enforce the same by such penalties as 
they may prescribe. 

Sec. 7. When any member of this Association has been duly causes for 
convicted of failure to comply with the terms of any business obli^- suspension, 
tion, or with the award of any Committee of Arbitration or Commit- 
tee of Appeals, made in conformity with the rules and regulations of 
this Association, he shall be suspended from all privileges of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago until all his outstanding obli- 
gations to members of the said Board of Trade shall have been set- Reinstate- 
tied, when he may, upon application to the Board of Directors, and ™®°*^* 
upon stating under oath that he has settled all such outstanding Applications 
obligations. DC reinstated. Notice of all applications for reinstate- JJJ^*^*'*^ 
ment shall be posted upon a properly designated bulletin in the Ex- 
change Hall for at least fifteen (15) days prior to the hearing of such 
application by the Board of Directors. 

Such reinstatement shall be a bar to any furtherdiiiciplinebyAbarto 
the Board of Directors of the said Board of Trade on aiccount of JgJ^J'**'^ 
claims against such member maturing prior to his reinstatement. 

Sec. 8. Any member of the Association who shall be interested J^^s *" 
or associated in business with, or who shall act as the representative *'*"®'®°**" 
of, or who shall knowingly execute any order or orders for the 
account of any organization, firm or Individual engaged in the 
business of dealing in differences on the fluctuations in the market 
price of any commodity or corporate stock— without a Iwna fide 
purchase and sale of the article for an actual delivery; or who shall 
be a member of, or shall, in his own behalf, or as agent, directly or 
indirectly make, execute, or give any orders for a trade or transac- 
tion in or upon any bucketsbop or any so-called exchange, wherein 
is conducted or permitted the business aforesaid, or whoshall know- 
ingly accept, either directly or indirectly, from any member of any 
so-called exchange, wherein is conducted or permitted the business 
aforesaid, any orders for trades or transactions to be executed in 
the Exchange Hall of this Association, shall be deemed guilty of 
unmercantile conduct, which renders him unworthy to be a member 
of the Association; and upon complaint to and conviction thereof 
by the Board of Directors, he shall be expelled from membership 
in the Association. Any member who shall, directly or indirectly, 
become or continue a member of, or in his own behalf or as agent 
make any trade upon, or otherwise contribute to tlie maintenance 
of, or accept any orders to be executed upon the exchange of this 
Association from any member of a market or exchange in the city 
of Chicago, permittinff the distribution of its quotations covering 
the commodities dealt in upon the Exchange of this Association, 
without imposing and enforcing prohibitions upon the use of such 
quotations in bucketshops, such as are imposed by this Association 
upon its quotations, shall, upon complaint to, and conviction 
thereof by the B6ard of Directors, be expelled from membership in penalty 
this Association. 
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All orders received by any member of this Association, firm oi 
corporation doing business upon the Board ot Trade of the City ot 
Chicago, to buy or sell for future delivery any of the articles or 
commodities dealt in upon the floor of the exchange (except when 
in exchange for cash property) rmji&t be executed in tke open market in 
the Exchange Hall during the hours of regular trading, and under 
no circumstances shall any member, firm or corporation assume to 
have executed any of such orders or any portion thereof by taking 
the trades, or any portion of any of them, for their own account, 
either directly or indirectly, in their own name or that of an 
employe, broker or other member of the Association. Any member 
convicted of a violation of this rule by the Board of Directors shall 
be expelled. 

Sec. 9. When any member of the Association shall be guilty 
of a willful violation of any business contract or obligation and shaU 
neglect or refuse to equitably and satisfactorily adjust and settle 
the same, or when any member shall willfully neglect or refuse to 
comply promptly with the award of any committee of arbitration or 
committee of appeals, rendered'in conformity with the rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws of the Association, he shall be suspended from 
all the privileges of this Association until such contract or obliga- 
tion is satisfactorily adjusted and settled, or such award is per* 
formed or complied with. 

When any member shall be guilty of improper conduct of a pet^ 
sonal character in any of the rooms of the Association, or shall vio- 
late any of the rules, regulations or by-laws of the Association or 
shall be guilty of any dishonorable conduct, for which a specific 
penalty has not been provided, he shall be suspended by the Board 
of Directors from all the privileges of membership for such period as 
in their discretion the gravity of the offense committed may war- 
rant. When any member shall be guilty of making or reporting 
any false or fictitious purchase or sale, or where any member shall 
be guilty of an act of bad faith, or any attempt at extortion or of 
any dishonest conduct, or when a member shall, either in the Ex- 
change Building or elsewhere, contract to give to himself or another 
the option to sell or buy any of the articles dealt in on this Ex^ 
change in violation of any criminal statute of this state, he shall be 
expelled by the Board of Directors. 

Any member suspended from the privileges of the Association 
shall not be allowed to trade or do any business upon the floor of the 
Exchange In his own name, either through a broker or employe. 

Any member of this Association trading or offering to trade, 
either as a broker or employe, giving the name of a suspended mem- 
ber, shall be considered as having violated a rule of the Association, 
and shall be suspended for not less than thirty days nor more than 
six months. 

A majority of a quorum sitting at a regular or adjourned meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors shall be necessary to suspend, and an 
alBrmative vote of at least twelve members of the Board of Direc- 
tors shall be necessary to expel.

" Sec. 10. No member of tue Association nor the firm or corpora- Kmpioyai. 
tion with which he may be identified or associated shall in any case 
trade, accept or clear trades for or on behalf of any employe of 
another member, firm or corporation, where the name of the mem- 
ber, firm or corporation with whom said employe is employed 
appears in the transaction. 

Sec. 11. No member of this Association is allowed under any j^^^ member 
circumstances to be both principal and agent in any transaction in JJfn^pJJ^ 
any of the commodities dealt in under the rules of this Board, agent. 
Furthermore, no member of this Association in any transaction in 
any of the commodities dealt in under the rules of this Board shall 
allow himself directly or indirectly either by his own act or loy the 
act of an employe or of a broker or other member of the Association 
to be placed in the position of agent for both seller and buyer. 

This section shall not apply in case of exchange of cash property. 

Sec. 12. Upon the conviction by the Board of Directors of any penaitj. 
member of the Association, firm or corporation of the violation of 
Sections 10 and 11 of this rule, he or tbey shall be suspended from 
all the privileges of the Association for a period of not less than one 
fear, and for a second offense shall be expelled. 

Sec. 13. In any investigation or trial before the Board of Direc- Failure to tea- 
tor8,or before any other duly constituted committee or other tribunal tookS^tc.** 
of the Association, if any member who shall have been cited by the 
President, or the Chairman of any duly constituted committee or 
other tribunal of the Association to appear, testify and produce his 
books and papers, shall neglect or refuse to so appear and testify or to 
produce his books and papers, or, if testifying, shall refuse to answer 
any question which may by a majority vote of the said Board of 
Directors, committee or other tribunal, be declared proper and per- 
tinent to the case in hearing, he shall be subject to suspension by 
the said Board of Directors from all privileges of the Association, 
for such period as said Board may determine; action under this sec- 
tion may be had on the report in writing of any such committee or 
other tribunal, in case the contempt shall occur before it. It is 
hereby provided that no witness shall be oompeQed to answer any 
question which shall criminate himself ; nor shall any testimony be 
admitted which, in the opinion of the committee or other tribunal, 
is irrelevant to the case in hearing. 

Sec. 14. A suspended member may be reinstated by a major- Reinstatement. 
ity vote of a quorum of the Board of Directors. A suspended 
member shall not be reinstated during the time for which he was 
suspended, unless it shall subsequently be proven that he was 
suspended upon false testimony, or in case satisfactory evidence is 
presented of error in the decision of the Board of Directors as to 
his guilt of the charges upon which he was suspended, and notice of 
the application for re-hearing of all such cases must be posted upon 
the bulletin of the Exchange for one week prior to such rehearing* 
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Sec. 15. An expelled member shall not be readmitted to mem- 
bership except upon payment of the regular initiation fee and annual 
assessment, and upon satisfactory evidence that he is a fit person for 
membership in the Association, and then only upon an affirmatiye 
vote of at least twelve members of the Board or Directors; provided, 
such vote shall be had at a regular meeting at least one week suc- 
ceeding a motion to readmit; provided^ that in case it shall subse- 
quently be proven that the member was expelled on false testimony, 
or in case satisfactory evidence is presented of error in the decision 
of the Board of Directors as to his guilt of the charges upon which 
he was expelled, he may be restored to membership, as provided by 
this section, without the payment of the initiation fee. 

I^otice of the application for rehearing of all such cases must 
be posted upon the bulletin board of the Exchange for one week 
prior to such rehearing. 

Sbc. 16. All charges made to the Board of Directors against any 
member of the Association for any default, misconduct, or offense, 
shall be in writing, and in duplicate, and shall state the default, 
misconduct or offense charged ; and the same shall be signed by one 
or more members of the Association, by a business firm, one or more 
of whose members shall be a member of the Association, or by the 
Chairman of a committee of the Association. 

Sec. 17. No member shall be censured, suspended or expelled 
under this Bule, without an examination of the charges against him 
by the Board of Directors, nor without having an opportunity to be 
heard in his own defense. No examination shall take place until 
notice has been served on the accused member, or his firm, if the 
charges apply to the firm, accompanied by a copy of the charges 
against him or them, in writing. Such notice may be served upon 
the accused personally, by the Secretary or any of his assistants, or 
it may be left at or mail^ to the accused at his ordinary place of 
business or residence ; in either of which cases the notice shall be 
considered sufficient, and the examination may proceed whether the 
accused is present or not. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, in case 
any grave offense or act of dishonesty committed by any member 
involving the good name or dignity of the Association, or any act of 
dishonesty on the part of a member, shall come to their knowledge, 
either by complaint or public report, to cause a preliminary or inform- 
al investigation to be made by a committee of their number into 
the truth or falsity of such complaint or report; and if the said com- 
mittee, after investigation, shall deem any member guilty of such 
offense, they shall so report to the Board of Directors, with specific 
charges; whereupon the member thus implicated shall be notified to 
appear before the Board of Directors in manner as provided by Sec- 
tion 16 of this Rule, and if found guilty, the said member shall be 
suspended or expelled, as hereinbefore provided. 

To facilitate the investigation of all cases under this rule, the 
Board of Directors, or any committee appointed to make the pre> 
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liminary investigation, shall have power to call for persons and Power to caii 
papers, and every member, firm or corporation connected with the b^k?»d"' 
matter under investigation may be required (unless it shall criminate i^^>^"' 
him or them) to produce his, its or their books and records covering 
the matters involved in the charges for examination by the Board 
of Directors or its committee of investigation, and any member 
who or whose firm or corporation shall refuse to comply with this 
requirement shall be suspended from all the privileges of the Asso- 
ciation until such requirement shall be complied with. 

Sbc. 19. In investigations before the Board of Directors, or Professional 
before any committee of the Association, no party shall be allowed Siowed.^^* 
to be represented by professional counsel. 

Sec. 20. When a member against whom are pending no com-^iacbaiveiD 
plaints or charges preferred by a member of the Association, or who *" ^^^^' 
is not under sentence of suspension, shall have been duly discharged 
from his legal responsibilities or debts by a court of bankruptcy, he 
shall not thereafter be liable to discipline on accouEit of such obliga- 
tions; provided, the institution of proceedings in bankruptcy shall in prooeedinffs 
nowise affect the action of the Board of Directors in matters of dis. ^^ bankruptcy. 
cipline brought before said Board before a final discharge in bank- 
ruptcy shall have been granted; nor shall a discharge in bankruptcy 
affect subsequent proceedings, in the way of discipline, before said sabsequent 
Board, for immoral or dishonest transactions, occurring prior to said p«»<**^*°«»- 
discharge. 

Sbc. 2L It shall he the duty of the Board of Directors, as occa- 5^32^' °' 
sion may require, to fix and establish standards of grades or qualities 
for Flour, Grain, Provisions, Liquors, Lumber, and any other articles 
or commodities dealt in by the members of the Association; and the 
certificate of any Inspector, Weigher, Measurer or Ganger, appointed ceruflcates. 
by the said Board, as to the quality or quantity of any such articles, 
or his brand or mark upon it, or upon any package containing such 
articles, shall be evidence between buyer and seller of the quality, 
grade or quantity of the same, and shall be binding upon the mem- 
bers of the Association or others interested or requiring or assenting 
to the employment of suchInspectors,Gaugers, Weighers or Measurers. 

Sec. 22. The Board of Directors shall have power to organize a Department of 
Department of Market Becords and Beports, and to appoint the Records and 
necessary officers and employes in connection therewith, to designate ^®p°^** 
the work to t>e performed by the said Department, and to make all 
needful Bules and Begulatioi^ to govern the same. The records and 
reports which may be prepared and compiled by the said Department 
shall be considered and treated as portions of the OflQcial Records of 
the Association, and the said records or parts thereof may be dis- 
seminated in such manner and under such conditions and restric- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Board of Directors. 

Whenever the market quotations of said Board are transmitted charge for 
over any private wire, or wires, leased by, or running into the office pJiv^te^wfreJ*' 
of, any member of this Board, or any firm one of whose partners is®*®* 
a member, or any corporation entitled to any of the privileges of 
this Board, such member, firm or corporation shall pay to the Sec- 
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retary of this Board, monthly, two dollars ($2.00) for each and every 
office outside of the City of Chicago into which any leased wiret 
or wires, run, and every such member, firm or corporation shall, 
from time to time, whenever requested by the Secretary, report to 
him in writing the number and location of his, their or its said 
offices ; and upon the failure of any such member, firm or corporation 
to make such report, or to pay any of the moneys herein provided, 
such member, or members, or the officers of any such corporation 
who are members, shall be suspended by the Board of Directors 
until this rule shall have been compiled with. 

Skc. 23. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, upon 
the nomination of the President, to appoint such Standing Com- 
mittees from their own number as they may deem necessary. The 
Transportation and Inspection Committees, for the purpose of hav- 
ing the proper branches of trade represented, may be selected in part 
or wholly from the other members of the Association. All such com- 
mittees, however, shall be fully under the control of the said Board 
of Directors. The said Board of Directors shall, in like manner, 
appoint all delegates to the National Board of Trade, and all repre- 
sentatives to other deliberative gatherings in which the Association 
may be entitled to a voice, and in which it may desire a representa- 
tion; and such delegates and representatives may be appointed 
wholly or in part from the membership of the Association not mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 24. The Board of Directors may employ such legal advice 
and assistance as they may deem necessary for the purpose of the 
Association. 

Sec 26. In case of absence or disability of the President and 
both Vice Presidents, it shall be the duty of the Board of Directors 
to elect from their number a temporary chairman, who, in addition 
to his duties as Chairman of the Board of Directors, shall also tem- 
porarily perform all other duties devolving upon the President 

Sec. 26. The Board of Directors shall have power to call special 
meetings of the Association upon such notice and for such purpose as 
they may deem proper.

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Arbitration 
to hear aod determine all cases of disputed claims voluntarily sub- 
mitted for their adjudication by members of the Association. All evi- 
dence in such cases shall be taken under oath or afiSrmation, except 
documentary evidence, which shall be sworn to, if demanded by 
either party and the committee decide it to be necessary, and shall 
be duly recorded. In all such adjudications the committee shall con- 
strue all Eules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association as being 
designed to secure justice and equity in trade; and all awards or 
findings shall be made in conformity therewith. 

In case either party shall so demand, by previous notice given to 
the Secretary, the testimony and proceedings of the Committee of 
Arbitration shall be taken by a stenographer, the cost of which shall 
be assessed by the committee as in cases of other costs incurred. 

Sec. 2. Any award or finding of the Committee of Arbitration 
may be appealed from, and the case may be carried to the Committee 
of Appeals for revision; provided, notice of such appeal shall be given 
to the Secretary, in writing, within two business days after such 
award or finding shall have been delivered to the parties in contro- 
versy. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Appeals to 
review such cases as may be appealed from the Committee of Arbi- 
tration and formally brought before it, and its awards or findings 
shall be final and binding, and shall not be subject to revision by any 
other tribunal of the Association; provided, the Board of Directors 
may determine, from the record and other evidence, as to the proper 
constitution of any committee and as to the regularity of its pro- 
ceedings.

For selling flaxseed in bulk or in bags, 1 per cent. 

For selling clover seed in car-load lots, 1 per cent. 

For selling clover seed in less than car-load lots, H per cent. 

For selling timothy seed, H per cent. 

For selling all other seeds in bulk, H per cent. 

For selling dressed hogs in car-load lots, li per cent. 

For selling dressed hogs in less than car-load lots, not less than 
li per cent nor to exceed 2i per cent. 

For selling bran, shorts, screenings and mill stuffs, $3.50 per car. 

For selling corn meal and mixed feed, $5.00 per car. 

For selling broom corn, i cent per pound. 

In addition to the foregoing specified rates of commission there 
shall be charged all legitimate expenses, such as storage, inspection, 
government tax, insurance and other expenses which are necessarily 
or properly incurred in caring for the property and guarding the in- 
terests of both consignor and consignee.

Section 1. All deliveries upon contracts for grain or flax seed, Tender of 
unless otherwise expressly provided, shall be made by tender of reg- ^^ipts!^ 
ular warehouse receipts, which receipts shall have been registered 
by an officer duly appointed for that purpose. All such warehouse 
receipts shall be made to run five days from date of delivery on reg- 
ular or customary storage charges, which regular or customary 
charges shall follow such warehouse receipts and be chargeable upon 
the property covered by the same, and shall be issued by such houses 
as have complied vnth the Rules of the Board of Trade and the 
Regulations and Requirements of the Board of Directors, and have 
been declared regular warehouses for the storage of grain or flax seed 
by said Board of Directors ; and it shall be the duty of the Board of Requirementa 
Directors, prior to the first day of July in each year, to inspect all JJJJ'^^^JJj. 
warehouses, the proprietors or managers of which shall apply to have 
their receipts declared regular for delivery on contracts under the 
Rules of the Board of Trade, and no warehouse shall be declared a 
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regular warehouse unless it is conveniently approachable by vessels 
of ordinary draft and has customary shipping facilities, and unless 
the storage rates on all grain or flax seed in such warehouse in bulk 
and in good condition, from and after May 15th, 1900, shall not be in 
excess of three-quarters (^) of one cent per bushel, for the first ten 
days or part thereof, and one-fortieth (^) of one cent per bushel foi 
each additional day thereafter until from and after January 
1st, 1901, when the additional daily rate of storage shall not 
exceed one-fiftieth (^V) o^ o^^ ^^^^ P^i* bushel, so long as such 
grain or flax seed remains in good condition ; and unless the proprie- 
tors or managers of such warehouse are in good financial standing 
and credit, and are carrying on and intend to continue to carry on 
the legitimate business of public warehousemen under the laws of 
the State of Illinois and in accordance with the Rules of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago and the Regulations and Require- 
ments of the Board of Directors and until the proprietors or man- 
agers of such warehouse shall file a bond with sufficient sureties in 
such sum and subject to such conditions as may be deemed necessary 
by the Board of Directors, under the Rules of the Board of Trade 
and the Regulations and Requirements of the Board of Directors in 
reference to warehouses. 

And furthermore, the proprietors or managers of such warehouse 
shall be required to sell their regular contract grades of grain or 
fiax seed in the Chicago market only, and shall not ship any grain 
from any regular warehouse, of which they are proprietors or man- 
agers, except those grades which are denominated and understood 
to be *^ off grades ''; providedy however, that the Board of Directors 
of the Board of Trade may, upon application, grant to such elevator 
proprietors or managers the privilege of shipping such quantity of 
grain from their elevators as will sufficiently relieve such elevators 
from being overloaded, or as will maintain the condition of such 
grain ; and furthermore, the proprietors or managers of such ware- 
house shall be prohibited from buying grain at any non-competing 

points. 

Whenever application shall be made by the proprietors or 
managers of any warehouse to have the same declared a regular 
warehouse for the storage of grain and flaxseed under the provisions 
of this Rule (except in cases of renewal on the first day of July in 
each year, as hereinbefore provided) any grain or flaxseed that may 
be contained in said warehouse at the time of such application, shall 
be required to be removed from said warehouse, when after it shall 
have been graded and inspected according to its quality and condi- 
tion then existing by the duly constituted authorities, such grain 
or flaxseed may then again be received into said warehouse and 
receipts issued therefor shall be registered and dated upon the 
day when such grain or flaxseed is again actually received into said 
warehouse. 

The chief inspector of grain of the State of Illinois may, upon 
request of the Board of Directors of the Board of Trade, appoint a 
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Bupervising inspector who shall so supervise the storage and distri- 
bution of grain and of flax seed in such warehouse that no discrim- 
ination or selection can be made in the quality or grade of grain or 
flax seed in the delivery of such grain or flax seed. 

Warehouse receipts issued by warehouses so declared regular by warehouse 
the Board of Directors shall.be regular for delivery on contracts"**^*"' 
under the Rules of the Board of Trade so long as tbe said warehouse 
shall continue to be a regular warehouse, but the term for which any Term of regui«r 
warehouse is declared a regular warehouse to issue such receipts ^*™»iottae. 
shall be limited to and expire on the first day of July in each year. 
No receipts issued on grain received in any warehouse shall be regu- 
lar for delivery under the Bules of the Board of Trade after that 
date unless the warehouse upon which it has been issued has again 
been declared a regular warehouse by the Board of Directors ; pro- 
vided^ however, that receipts issued before the first day of July by ^ife of ware- 
warehouses which have been regular warehouses during the preced- *»ou8e receipts. 
Ing year, but which have not been declared regular for the succeed- 
ing year, shall be regular for delivery upon such contracts for six 
months after the first day of July ; but nothing contained herein 
shall prevent the Board of Directors from declaring any warehouse, 
or the receipts thereof, irregular at any time for violation or non- 
compliance with the laws of the State of Illinois or any of the Bules 
of the Board of Trade or of the Regulations and Requirements of the 
Board of Directors. 

Pnwided, that the Board of Directors shall have power, when in Emereenoy 
their judgment an emergency exists requiring more storage room ci»^»o- 
than can be supplied by the regular elevator warehouses, to declare 
any storehouses, vessels, or places suitable for the storage of grain 
or flax seed within the city limits—wherein the cost of delivery to 
vessels or railroad cars shall not be greater than such as Is made by 
the regular elevators for the same service— to be regular places for 
the storage of grain deliverable under the Bules of the Board of 
Trade. 

And provided further, that in case it shall happen that at any Limitation of 
time there shall be no warehouses which shall be regular warehouses ^S^y^ot 
for the storage of grain and flax seed, then the Board of Directors m^^^far 
may declare any warehouses suitable for the storage of grain or emergency, 
flaxseed, whose aggregate capacity shall not exceed twenty-five mil-

ors, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties as pre- 
scribed by the Rules and Regulations of the Board of Trade of the 
City of Chicago, and the Regulations of the Board of Directors; 
which said bond shall be made to the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago, for the use and benefit of any parties having claims under 
the Rules and Regulations of the said Board of Trade for damages 
against said Chief Inspector on account of any of his official acts.

cause to be kept suitable books, in which shall be registered all ware- 
house receipts for beef, sheep and hog product issued as "regular" or 
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for the "regular delivery" of such property in the Chicago market 
under the Rules of the Board of Trade; such receipts, after being so 
registered, shall be stamped or written across their face with the 
word "Registered'' and the date of such registry, and signed, Id 
writing, by the said Registrar or some person duly authorized by him 
for that service. All warehouse receipts, before being registered, 
shall be plainly numbered, and shall indicate on their face the num- 
ber or mark of the particular lot of property intended to be covered 
or represented by such receipt. All such receipts issued from or by 
each warehouse or other place of storage shall be consecutively num- 
bered and no receipts of duplicate numbers issued from the same 
place of storage shall be registered. All property covered or repre- 
sented by registered warehouse receipts shall be plainly marked Id 
such manner as will clearly distinguish it from all other property 
stored in the same warehouse or place of storage, and by sucb 
marks, numbers or characters as may be approved by the Registrar 
of Provisions; such marks to be so arranged as to avoid the possi- 
bility of duplication or uncertainty as to the identity of the property 
so receipted for.

All ^,!^cateor 
such deliveries shall be accompanied by a certificate of inspection of iMpection.

And all provisions sent to this 
market for sale which, upon examination, shall be found to have been 
manufactured, handled and packed in all respects In conformity with 
the Rules of the Board of Trade and the said Bes^ilations and 
Requirements, shall be classed as Standard. 

Sec 2. All provisions sold as Standard shall be cut, selected, 
and packed, in all respects as to quality and condition, conformably 
to the classification of inspection as adopted by the Association; and 
unless otherwise stipulated on all sales made of any of the grades of 
provisions as Standard, the seller shall deliver the parcels of the kind 
and quality called for by such sale, which any duly appointed inspec- 
tor of the Association has examined, and has certified to have been 
packed according 'to the classification, and is at the time of delivery 
in good merchantable condition in every respect; or, failing to so 
deliver, he sh^U be bound to settle his contract under the provisions 
of Rule XXIII of the Association; providedy that in all sales specified 
as for cash, the buyer shall not be bound to pay inspection fees 
unless he orders the inspection of the property. 

Sec. 3. All hog products may be packed in tierces, either wood 
or iron bound, or bound partly with both, but if delivered in iron 
bound tierces, such tierces shall be subject to a deduction of five (5) 
cents per hundred pounds. Provisions from which any gain has been 
removed shall not afterwards be classed as Standard. 

Sec. 4. All hog product to be classed as Standard shall comply 
in all respects with the requirements of the rules of inspection 
adopted by the Board of Trade, and if delivered on or after January 
1st shall include only such as have been packed on and after the first 
day of the previous October, provided that barreled Fork must be 
kept in cold storage, and is deliverable on contracts only when fully 
cured.

Sec 5. No original weight shall be taken out of any package of 
provisions which is afterward to be offered for sale by the package, 
without removing the original packer's brand entirely from the head 
of the package, unless the property be repacked and so branded by 
the party repacking. 

Buyers of provisions on contract deliverable on the 
demand of the buyer within a specified time, shall have the right to

object, the Inspector shall sweep as many drafts as he may consider 
necessary, and the percentage so determined shall be binding on 
both parties. One per cent for drainage shall be allowed on pickled 
meats. 

Sbc. 14. To determine the tare of lard> the package shall first 
be weighed gross, the lard then removed, and the empty package 
subjected to dry heat and drained, the empty package to be then 
weighed and its weight deducted from the gross weight. The differ- 
ence so obtained shall be considered the net weight of the lard. 

Sec 15. In case lard in tierces be delivered of a weight more or 
less than 340 lbs. net per tierce, the shortage or excess shall be 
settled for at the current market price, which, for deliveries before 
11 o'clock, shall be considered as the posted price of the previous day, 
but the full number of packages contracted for shall be delivered. 
In the settlement of contracts for lard, 340 lbs. net shall be taken as 
the average weight of a tierce. 

Sec. 16. All provisions sold for shipment must, upon request of 
the purchaser be delivered on cars or on teams free of charge, and 
whenever the seller notifies the buyer of his readiness to deliver, it 
shall be the duty of the buyer to provide means of shipment within 
three (3) business days. Failing to do so, the shipper shall have 
the right to demand of the buyer payment in settlement of his sale. 

All deliveries of provisions by warehouse receipts shall be free 
of storage to the buyer for five (5) business days, and any expenses 
attending the examination or loading of provisions represented by 
warehouse receipts shall be paid to the warehouse man by the party 
ordering the same ; provided, in no case the expense of loading on 
teams be in excess of what the charge would be if loaded on cars. 

To take effect on and after January 1, A. D. 1900. 

Sec. 17. The standard net weight of meats packed in boxes 
shall be between 475 and 525 pounds for each box, and in all settle- 
ments or deliveries of boxed meats an average of 500 pounds net per 
box shall be made the basis for settlement, and the excess or short- 
age from said average shall be settled at the market value of the 
property delivered at the time of its delivery. But in case of delivery 
the full number of packages contracted for must be delivered. 

Sec. 18. Long Clear Sides shall not average less than forty-five 
(45) pounds ; Short Clear Sides shall not average less than thirty-five 
(35) pounds, and Short Bib Sides and Extra Clear Sides shall not 
average less than thirty (30) pounds nor more than sixty (60) pounds, 
to be a regular delivery on contracts. But no side in any lot shall 
vary in weight more than 25 per cent, from the average weight of 
the lot. Lots of Short Rib Sides, however, of the following averages 
in weight, subject to the following deductions from the contract 
price, may be delivered under the rules: 70 lbs. average, by deducting 
6c. per 100 lbs. ; 80 lbs. average, by deducting 10c. per 100 lbs. 

But no Side in any such lot shall vary in weight more than 10 lbs. 
from the average weight of the lot All Dry Salted Meats, deliv- 
erable on contracts, shall be weighed in 26,000 lb. lots, and the 
Inspector's certificate shall specify that they were so weighed.

TARES. 

Section 1. In the sale of any property in packages, involving Packa«eBto 
the question of tare, the actual weight of packages (to be ascertained ^■*'*^**®^" 
by stripping, at the time of delivery) shall be deducted from the 
gross weight. In case the purchaser shall require the weighing and strtppinx 
stripping of lard that has been delivered on marked weights, such ^*^' 
weighing and stripping shall be done, and the result reported,within 
five (5) business days (Including the day of delivery) after delivery, J^^feSoru^ 
or the purchaser shall have no right of reclamation on the seller.

REGULATION 1. 

INSPBCTIOK COMMITTKB. 

The Board of Directors shall appoint a Standing Committee od 
Flour Inspection, to consist of five members, who shall be dealers in 
flour. This committee shall have and exercise a general control of 
the inspection of flour. 

REGULATION II. 

FLOUR TO INSPECT AS SOUND. 

Flour classed as sound shall be strictly sound, free from any and 
every defect or fault causing either smell or taste. 

REGULATION III. 

FliOUR TO INSPECT AS UNSOUND. 

All flour not strictly sound, whether the unsoundness be derived 
from the condition of the grain from which it was manufactured, or 
has originated in the flour, shall be classed as unsound or slightly 
unsound, as its condition may be. 

REGULATION IV. 

BRANDING. 

The Inspector shall brand all flour, inspected by him in barrels, 
that is sound and full weight; stencils shall be used for branding, 
which shall read as follows: ^'Official Inspection, Board of Trade, 
Chicago,'' also giving month and year of inspection. 

REGULATION V. 

CBRTiriCATB OF INSPECTION. 

Certificate of inspection shall be issued by the Inspector in strict 
accordance with the inspection of every lot examined by him. No 
separate certificate shall be issued by the Inspector for two or mora 
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parts of any one lot of flour inspected by him, a part of which is 
sound and a part unsound, or when it inspects two or more grades. 
When flour is inspected by sample, the certificate shall mention its 
condition, as well as its relation to the sample. When flour is unMimd

unsound the Inspector shall state in the certificate the character of oonditionto 
the unsoundness, as musty ^ Mrd sour^ soft sour, unsound^ or sUghUy ^ ■*•*•**• 
unsound^ and the number of packages of each description, and also, 
when practicable, the number of packages that may be so stained or 
out of condition as to depreciate the market value of the flour. In Damaged 
case the flour has been overhauled and cleaned on account of having ^^ 
been wet, and the Inspector shall deem such overhauling in any way 
damaging to the market value of the flour, he shall note in his cer- 
tificate ''wet and cleaned." Flour in round-hoop barrels and jute Boand hooiNi 
sacks shall, in absence of any special agreement, be considered ast^iil^^ 
regular in deliveries. If flour is in flat-hooped barrels, or cotton Fi«t hoops, 
sacks, the Inspector shall so note in his certificate, also on sample 
furnished to the party ordering the inspection. 

REGULATION VI. 

RE-INSPECTION. « 

There shall be no charge for a single inspection on flour belong- Reinspection 
ing to the same owner for whom the first inspection was made; but on iSr^^ 
more than one inspection of the same fiour, and on flour which has 
changed ownership after the first Inspection, the Inspector shall be 
entitled to his regular fee. 

REGULATION YIL 

WEIGHTS. 

A barrel of fiour shall be deemed to weigh 196 pounds, net; jute weight of a 
and cotton export sacks, 140 pounds, gross; half-barrel jute and cotton weight of ^°'* 
sacks, 98 pounds, gross; quarter-barrel cotton sacks, 49 pounds, gross; ^^"' *° "***' 
eighth-barrel cotton sacks, 24}4 pounds, gross, and no allowance shall 
be made for any overweight. In case of short weights on fiour in short weighta 
barrels, the buyer shall be allowed for the shortage at the rate he pays, 
and, in addition, 5 cents per barrel for the expense of refilling. The 
Inspector shall satisfy himself in regard to weights, and in case he 
deems it necessary to strip some of the fiour, he shall strip five barrels 
from each lot, and shall be entitled to 15 cents for each barrel so Fees for 
stripped; if it proves to be short in weight, the charge for stripping to "'"pp^** 
be paid by the seller. All packages of fiour which may be found largely 
deficient in weight, from bad order or any other cause, shall not 
€nter into the average, but their weight shall be separately ascer- 
tained and certified to by the Inspector. When flour is sold in sacks, 
the gross weight shall be considered the actual weight. In case of 
ehort weight, the buyer shall be entitled to 1 cent per pound for 
freight. When fiour in sacks is short in weight more than 2 percent 
it shall not be considered regular.

BEGULATION VIH. 

INSPECTOR'S FEES. 

The fee for inspecting and branding flour within the City of 
Chicago shall be at the rate of 2 cents per barrel, whether the flour 
be in barrels or sacks, the buyer to pay one-half of the same. And 
unless the flour in sacks is sewed and loaded in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Committee on Flour Inspection, the inspec- 
tor will be entitled to charge for the labor necessary to put the flour 
in proper condition for inspection, a sum not to exceed $2 per car. 

REGULATION IX. 

REPORT OF STOCKS AND INSPECTIONS. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to ascertain the 
stock of flour in Chicago on the first day of each month, and to 
report the same to the Secretary of the Association, to be by him 
posted upon the bulletin of tiie Exchange Boom. In taking the 
account of stock there shall be included only the amount in the 
several freight depots, the public warehouses, and the places of 
storage by receivers, and in the city mills. The Inspector shall also 
furnish to the Secretary of the Association, monthly, a statement of 
the number of barrels and the number of sacks of flour inspected by 
him during the preceding month. 

REGULATION X. 

SAMPLES FURNISHED AND RETAINED BY INSPECTOR. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to furnish in the 
Exchange Room, each day before 12 o^clock noon, to the parties for 
whom the flour is inspected, the Inspector's sample or samples (if 
more than one grade in each lot) of each car or lot of flour that is 
inspected by him, said sample or samples bearing his official stamp 
upon the face of the bag. He shall also retain duplicate samples of 
all flour inspected by him for sixty days from the time of Inspection ; 
and, on the request of either buyer or seller, shall preserve the 
sample for a period not to exceed four months. 

REGULATION XL 

APPEALS. 

In case either the buyer or seller is dissatisfied with the inspec- 
tion of flour, he shall have the privilege of taking an appeal to the 
Committee on Flour Inspection, upon paying the fee of five dollars 
for every appealed case ; this fee to be paid to the Secretary of the 
Board by the party making the appeal, at the time the appeal is 
made ; such fees to be paid by the Secretary to the committee, in 
case the Inspector is sustained, but in case the Inspector is not 
sustained, the fee shall be refunded to the applicant for the appeal 
The samples, without name or date, shall be furnished by the Inspec- 
tor, who shall state the cause of appeal. Neither buyer nor seller 
shall be represented before the committee, and the decision of a 
majority of the committee shall be final. 
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REGULATION XH. 

CARTAGE OF FLOXIB. 

In the absence of special agreement to the contrary, it is estab- cartac^te 
lished as a regulation of trade that in sales of flour any cartage for fpecSii 
moving the property ftom where it is at the time of sale shall be paid ■«™®"«n*' 
by the buyer. 

REGULATION XIII. 

REPEAL OR AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS. 

No change shall be made in these regulations or recommenda-RepMior 
tions by the Board of Directors before submitting the same to a*"*° "*° 
meeting, properly called, of the members of the Board of Trade that 
are interested in the flour trade, in which ten shall constitute a 
quorum. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I, 

The Committee on Flour Inspection recommend to millers and nonria 
shippers of flour the following requirements of standard sacks: raqoirementa. 

NO. 140— JUTE EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, double stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 40x49 inch mangled or craped finished materials 
weighing not less than 12 ounces per yard of 40 inches in width, or 16 
ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material, the 
complete bag should not weigh less than 16 ounces.

NO. 280— JUTE EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, double stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 50x63 inch mangled or craped finished material, 
weighing not less than 15 ounces per yard of 50 inches in width, or 26 
ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material, the 
complete bag should not weigh less than 26i ounces. 

Seamless jute sacks must be from same weight and quality of 
material, etc., but require 4 per cent, less material, and may weigh 
4 per cent. less. 

140 POUND COTTON EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be double stitched, best Twill Drill, Osnaburg or Duck, free 
from starch or sizing, using of Twill or Drill not less than an equiva- 
lent to 40x47 inches, or, if Osnaburg or Duck, not less than 37ix51i 
inch material, the complete bag weighing not less than 9i ounces.

^e Committee on Flour Inapectlon also recommend to millen 
and shippers of flour in sacks to be Inspected in this market, thatio 
closing the sack the mouth edge of the sack be turned in wittaont 
tolling, and sewed with a single seam, the stitches to be at least \ii 
inches apart. (See Fig. 1.) This will allow the Inspector to insert 
tbe tiier between the stitches without making holes in the doth.

The Committee on Flour Inspection further recommend to 
millers, shippers of flour, and railway agents, that in loading cara 
the following instructions be observed: 

One hundred and forty pound sacks should be piled in two tiers 
lengthwise of the car, the mouths of sacks placed toward center of 
car (see Fig. 2}, leaving the space between tbe tiers of sacks in the 
center of the car free and clear for the convenience of tbe In- 
spector. 

The sacks of flour should be piled as follows: Tbe sacks on the 
floor to be placed four inches from tbe aide walls of car, and sacks so 
piledas to gradually incline to the walls of the car until the top iowb 
press strongly against the said walls, as shown in Fig. 2.

The following are the Rules adopted by the Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners, establishing a proper number and 
standard of grades for the inspection of grain, as revised by them: 

RULE I —WINTER WHEAT. 

No. 1 White Winter Wheat shall be pure white winter wheat, 
or red and white mixed ; sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 White Winter Wheat shall be white winter wheat, or 
red and white mixed , sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 White Winter Wheat shall include white winter wheat, 
or red and white mixed ; not clean and plump enough for No. 2, but 
weighing not less than fifty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 White Winter Wheat shall include white winter wheat 
damp, musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3. 

No. 1 Long Red Winter Wheat shall be pure red winter 
wheat of the long-berried varieties ; sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Long Red Winter Wheat shail be of the same varieties 
as No. 1, sound and reasonably clean. 

Hard Winter Wheat.— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 hard 
winter wheat shall correspond in all respects with the grades of Nos. 
1, 2, 3 and 4 red winter wheat, except that they shall be of the 
Turlcish variety. 

In case of mixture of Turkish red winter wheat with red winter 
wheat, it shall be graded according to the quality thereof and classed 
as hard winter wheat. 

No. 1 Red Winter Wheat shall be pure red winter wheat of 
both light and dark colors, of the shorter-berried varieties ; sound, 
plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Red Winter Wheat shall be red winter wheat of both 
light and dark colors ; sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 Red Winter Wheat shall include red winter wheat not 
clean and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty- 
four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Red Winter Wheat shall include red winter wheat 
damp, musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3. 

Red Winter Wheat containing a mixture not exceeding 6 per 
cent, of White Winter Wheat shall be classed as Red Winter Wheat 

Red Winter Wheat containing more than 5 per cent of White 
Winter Wheat shall be graded according to the quality thereof and 
classed as White Winter Wheat 
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No. 1 Colorado Wheat sball be sound, plump and well cleaned. 5S23!*^ 
No. 2 0>LORADO Wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean, and 

of good milling quality. 

No. 3 Colorado Wheat shall include Colorado wheat not clean 

and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty- four 

pounds to the measured bushel. 

RULE II.-SPRING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Northern Spring Wheat must be northern-giown Bprins wheaii. 
spring wheat, sound and reasonably clean and of good milling 
quality, and must contain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard 
varieties of spring wheat. 

No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat must be northern-grown 
spring wheat, not clean enough or sound enough for No. 1, and 
must contain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties of spring 
wheat. 

No. 1 Spring Wheat shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Spring Wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean, and of 
good milling quality. 

No. 3 Spring Wheat shall include all inferior, shrunken or 
dirty spring wheat, weighing not less than fifty-three pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 Spring Wheat shall include spring wheat damp, musty, 
grown, badly bleached, or for any cause which renders it unfit for 
No. 3. 

White Spring Wheat.— The grades of No. 1, 2. 3 and 4 white 
spring wheat shall correspond with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
spring wheat, except that they shall be of the white variety, or shall 
contain 5 per cent, or more of such white wheat. 

Black Sea and Flinty Fife Wheat shall in no case be b*»c^ •«»"<> 
inspected higher than No. 2, and rice wheat no higher than No. 4. 

Frosted Wheat shall in no case be graded higher than No. 4, 

except that the grade of No. 3 may contain as much of said frosted 

wheat as it is customary to allow of wheat damaged in any other 

way. 

RULE III.-MIXED WHEAT. 

The grades of Nos. 2 and 3 Mixed Wheat shall be equal in quality 
to the grades of Nos. 2 and 3 Red Winter Wheat, except that they 
sball Include mixtures of Spring and Winter Wheat. 

RULE IV.-UNCLEANED SPRING WHEAT. 

The department will, in addition to grading Spring Wheat 
under Rule II, give dockage and grade if cleaned. 

RULE V.-CORN. 

No. 1 Yellow Corn shall be yellow, sound, dry, plump andveiiow. 
well cleaned. 

No. 2 Yellow Corn shall be three-fourths yellow, dry, reason- 
ably clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Yellow Corn shall be three-fourths yellow, reasonably 
dry and reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 1 White Corn shall be sound, dry, plump and well cleaned, white. 

No. 2 White Corn shall be seven-eighths white, dry, reasonably 
clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 
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No 3. White Ck>BN shall be seven-eighths white, reasonably dry 

and reasonably clean, but not suiBclently sound for No. 2. 
NO.L No. 1 Corn shall be mixed corn, of choice quality, sound, dry 

and well cleaned.

RULE XIL— TEST WEIGHT. 

Each Inspector is required to ascertain the weight per measured wheat to be 
bushel of each lot of wheat inspected by him, and note the same on ^«»«»»«<»- 
his book. 
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The Chief Inspector of grain is hereby authorized to collect on 
all grain inspected under bis direction as follows: 

For In-Insfection, 35 cents per carload; 10 cents per wagon 
or cart load ; 40 cents per 1,000 bushels from canal boats ; i of 1 
cent per bushel from bags. 

For Out-Inspection, 50 cents per 1,000 bushels to vessels and 
cars ; 60 cents per carload to cars for all special inspection ; 50 cents 
per carload to teams ; or 10 cents per wagon load to teams. 

EXTRACTS FROM THE RULES. 

Prescribed by the Board of Railroad and Warehousb 
Commissioners for the Administration of the Depart- 
ments OF Grain Inspection and Warehouse Registra- 
tion in the City of Chicago, and in force from and 
AFTER December 3, 1887. 

"plugged," "loaded" or "scoured" grain. 

The said Chief Inspector, and all persons inspecting grain under 
his direction, shall in no case make the grade of the grain above that 
of the poorest quality found in any lot of grain inspected, when it 
has evidently been '* plugged," or otherwise "improperly" loaded 
for the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
"scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shall not be 
graded higher than No. 3. 

ATTEMPTS AT FRAUD OR INTERFERENCE. 

All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 
report to the Chief Inspector in writing all attempts to defraud the 
system of grain inspection established by law ; and all instances 
where warehousemen shall deliver, or attempt to deliver, grain of a 
lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt. 

They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of 
receivers or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, 
to instruct, or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission. 

CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES. 

No claim for damages on account of error in the inspection of 
any lot of grain (except grain inspected from public warehouses in 
accordance with law) will be entertained or allowed by the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, unless complaint of such 
inspection shall be made to the Chief Inspector before the grain in 
question shall be removed from the car in which it is inspected, or 
before it shall leave the jurisdiction of the Department. 

Grain transferred from the car in which it was inspected to 
another, must be inspected after transfer to entitle the owner to 
have any claim arising thereunder considered by the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners.

HELFERS, established BY THE CHIEF INSPECTOR AND AP- 
PROVED BY THE Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners, AND IN FORCE FROM AND AFTER DECEMBER 3, 1887. 

RULE L 

HOURS OP SERVICE. 

Assistant Irispectx)rs and helpers will be at their posts and ready 
for business on the railroad tracks or at the elevators to which they 
may be assigned, at 7 o^clock a. m. each morning from the 15th day 
of March to the 15th day of November, and at 8 o'clock a m. during 
the remainder of the year. They will remain at their posts until 6 
o'clock P. M. from the 15th day of April until the 1st day of October, 
aod until 5 o'clock p. m. during the remainder of the year. 

RULE IL 

Assistant Inspectors and Helpers are especially instructed to 
use all due care In cases where it becomes necessary to remove 
boards to obtain ingress into cars in order to properly inspect the 
grain in such cars, to replace all such boards removed in such a 
manner as to prevent leakage or waste of grain from cars. 

RULE III. 

EARLIER HOURS. 

When the receipts are large, and the interests o2 the trade require 
an earlier inspection, all Assistant Inspectors and helpers assigned to 
duty on the track will begin work at as early an hour as practicable. 

RULE IV. 

EVENING WORK. 

Inspectors stationed at elevators will, when necessary to com- 
plete the cargo or shipment upon which they may be engaged, remain 
on duty as late in the evening as they can see to inspect grain safely. 

RULE V. 

WET WEATHER AND DARKNESS. 

No Inspector stationed at an elevator is authorized to inspect 
out of store after dark or in wet weather, except on receipt, person- 
ally, or through the office of the Chief Inspector, of an order written 
upon the printed blanks furnished by the Department, filled and 
signed by the owner of the grain or his authorized agent, relieving 
such Inspector of all responsibility for damage which may be caused 
by such wet weather or loss by such errors as are liable to occur by 
reason of darkness; but in every case the Inspector must be person- 
ally present when the grain is actually delivered on board, making 
his report of the inspection after such actual delivery. 

RULE VI. 
All grain in store in any warehouse of Class "A" at the time 
any amendment to the established rules of inspection (affecting 
sttch grain) may hereafter go into effect shall be inspected out (in 
satisfaction of warehouse receipts dated prior to that time only) in 
accordance with the rules as they stood prior to such amendment.

Begtjlation 1. For the examination of provisions sold aa 
Standard, it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed by 
the Association, on receiving notice, to go to any packing house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in such quantities as 
may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from the lots 
specified, as, in his judgment, will give a fair sample of the whole. 

Beg. 2. If, upon examination, the property is found, in all 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the grades 
adopted by the Association, he shall Issue a certificate to that effect, 
which certificate shall state the number of packages, pieces, or 
pounds examined, and also the number of packages, pieces, or pounds 
in the lot to which the examination is intended to apply, and that 
the packages (if any) are in good merchantable order and condition. 
In the case of lard, no certificate for inspection shall be issued unless 
every package is examined; but on request of the owner or person 
ordering the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part of a lot, 
and issue a certificate of such examination, stating the number 
of packages examined, and also the whole number of packages is 
the lot. 

Beo. 8. When necessary to remove property for the convenienoe 
of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector to send for the 
same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In no case should a 
certificate be granted on samples delivered by the seller. 

Beg. 4. The fees for inspection are established as follows: For 
inspection by sampling— including repacking and coopering— beef and 
pork, for the first five barrels, eighty (80) cents per barrel, and for 
each additional barrel, twenty-five (25) cents. For inspecting S. P. 
meats, for the first five tierces, one (1) dollar per tierce, and for each 
additional tierce, twenty-five (25) cents. For inspecting boxed meats, 
for the first five boxes, one (1) dollar per box, and for each additional 
box, fifty (50) cents. When the whole of a lot is inspected— labor and 
coopering to be furnished by the seller— for beef and pork, ten (10) 
cents per barrel. For S. F. meats, in lots of fifty (50) tierces or more, 
twelve and a half (12}^) cents per tierce; in lots of one hundred (100) 
tierces or more, ten (10) cents per tierce.

It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to put his Branding 
metallic brand, markingiron, or stencil on all samples of provisions 
in tierces or barrels that he inspects; and he shall pass no hog prod- 
ucts in tierces or barrels as Standard, unless the real packer's name, 
location, number of pieces, date, and weight of the products contained 
therein are branded, accordiog to these Rules, on the head of every 
package.

Reg. 10. It shall be the further duty of the Inspectors during yiBitation of 
the packing season to visit frequently the different packing-houses (Sum? 
to see that provisions are properly dated and branded at time of 
being packed. 
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Beg. 11. Dry salted rough sides may be made into short rib or 
dear sides, and dry salted short rib sides may be made into short 
clear sides, if, in all other respects, they are up to the requirements, 
and shall be classed as Standard. 

Beg. 12. All the foregoing regulations, and the requirements as 
to the cutting and packing of hog products, must be justly and 
liberally construed, and no property shall be rejected or condemned on 
mere technicalities; but this shall not be regarded as giving license 
to departure from their general spirit and intent.

BARKELED PORK. 

MESS PORK. 

Standard mess pork should be made from sides of weil-fatted standard, 
hogs, split through or on one side of the backbone, and equal pro- 
portions on both sides, cut into strips of reasonably uniform width, 
properly flanked and not backstrapped. 

Between Ckitober 1 and the last day of February, inclusive, one 
hundred and ninety (190) pounds, and between March 1st and Sep- 
tember 30th, inclusive, one hundred and ninety-three (193) pounds 
of green meat, numbering not over sixteen (16) pieces, including the 
regular proportion of flank and shoulder cuts, placed four layers on 
edge without excessive crowding or bruising, shall be packed in each 
barrel, with not less than forty (40) pounds of coarse salt, and barrel 
filled with brine of full strength ; or forty (40) pounds of coarse salt, 
and, in addition thereto, fifteen (15) pounds of salt, and barrel filled 
with cold water.

EXTRA SHOULDER FORK. 

Extra shoulder pork should be made from heavy trimmed shoul- 
ders, cut into three (3) pieces ; the leg to be cut off close to the 
breast, and in all other respects to be cut, selected and packed in the 
same manner as mess pork. 

EXTRA CLEAR FORK. 

Extra clear pork should be made from the sides of extra heavy, 
well-fatted hogs, the backbone and ribs to be taken out, the number 
of pieces in each barrel not to exceed fourteen (14), and in all other 
respects to be cut, selected and packed in the same manner as mess 
pork. 

CLEAR FORK. 

Clear pork should be made from the sides of extra heavy, well- 
fatted hogs, the backbone and half the rib next the backbone to be 
taken out, the number of pieces in each barrel not to exceed fourteen 
(14), and in all other respects to be cut, selected and packed in the 
same manner as mess pork. 

CLEAR BACK FORK. 

Clear back pork should be made from the backs of heavy, weL- 
fatted hogs, after bellies have been taken off, and backbone and ribs 
taken out, cut into pieces of about six (6) pounds each, and in aU 
other respects to be packed in the same manner as mess pork*

PICKLED MEATS. 

STANDARD SWEET FICKLED HAMS. 

Standard sweet pickled hams should be cut short and watt 
rounded at the butt, properly faced, shank cut off enough above the 
hock joint to expose the marrow, to be reasonably uniform in size, 
and to average, in lots, not to exceed sixteen (16) pounds, with no 
ham to weigh less than twelve (12) pounds, and none to weigh over 
twenty (20) poimds. Three hundred (300) pounds block weight shall 
be packed in each tierce, with either twenty-two (22) pounds of salt, 
three (8) quarts of good syrup, twelve (12) ounces of saltpetre, and 
tierces filled with water, or tierce filled with sweet pickle, made 
according to above standard. 
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STANDARD SWEET PICKLED SHOULDERS. 

Standaid sweet pickled shoulders should be well cut and trimmed, How oat. 
reasonably unifonn in size, and to average in lots, not to exceed 
sixteen (16) pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block welg^ht, weight. 
shall be packed in each tierce. Fickle the same as used for hams, picue. 

NEW YORK SHOULDERS. 

New York shoulders should be made from small, smooth hogs, Requirements, 
shank cut off one inch above the knee Joint, butted about one inch 
from the blade bone, neck and breast flap taken off, and trimmed close 
and smooth, reasonably uniform in size, and to average, in lots, not 
to exceed fourteen (14) pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block ^^^^j^^ ^^^ 
weight, shall be packed in each tierce.

BOSTON SHOULDERS. 

Boston shoulders should be made from medium sized, smooth, Requirements, 
fat hogs, shank cut off about one inch above the knee joint, and butt 
cut off about two inches above the second knuckle and slightly 
rounded, neck cut square and breastfiap taken off, trimmed close 
and smooth, and not to exceed twelve (12) pounds average. Three 
hundred (300) pounds, block weight, shall be packed in each tierce. JiSfe.' "^^ 
Pickle the same as used for hams. 

CALIFORNIA HAMS. 

California hams should be made from smooth, well-fatted hogs, Requirements. 
shank cut off above the kcee joint, trimmed as full on the face as pos- 
sible* butt taken off to the edge of the blade, well rounded at the 
butt in the shape of a ham, bteastflap taken off, and trimmed close 
and smooth, reasonably uniform in size, and to average, in lots, not to 
exceed twelve (1 2) pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block weight, ^^ue!^ *°* 
shall be packed in each tierce. Pickle the same as used for hams. 

SKINNED HAMS. 

Skinned hams should be cut and packed in all respects the same nequirements. 
as Standard sweet pickled hams, except that the skin must be 
removed down to the shank, and the fat neatly trimmed off within 
half {^) an inch of the lean, and to average eighteen (18) to twenty- 
two (22) pounds. 

SWEET PICKLED RIB BELLIES. 

Sweet pickled rib bellies should be made from nice, smooth hogs. Requirements, 
well cut and trimmed, to average, in lots, not to exceed fourteen (14) 
pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block weight, shall be packed Jfcki?.* ""* 
in each tierce. Pickle the same as used for hams. 

SWEET PICKLED CLEAR BELLIES. 

Sweet pickled clear bellies should in all respects be cut and Requirements. 
packed same as above, except that all the bone should be removed. 

DRY SALTED RIB BELLIES. 

Dry salted rib bellies shall be well cut and trimmed ; no bellies Requirements, 
that are coarse, bruised, soft or unsound shall be accepted. 

DRY SALTED CLEAR BELLIES. 

Dry salted clear bellies shall in all respects be cut and trimmed Requirements, 
the same as dry salted rib bellies, and subject to the same require- 
ments, except that all the bone shall be removed. 
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BRANDING. 

The packer's name, location) number of pieces, and date of 
packing, shall be branded on the head of each package of pickled 
meats at the time of packing. Also, on each package of lard shall 
be branded the date of packing of such lard. 

UNIFORMITr OF PICKLED MEATS. 

All pickled meats should be sized when packed, the light, 
medium and heavy separately, as nearly as practicable. 

CUT MEATS. 

SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders should be cut as close as possible to the back part of 
the forearm joint, without exposing the knuckle, butted off square on 
top ; neckbone and short ribs taken out, neck squared off, blood vein 
lifted and cut out, breastflap to be trimmed off, and foot to be cut off 
on or above the knee joint. 

SKINNED SHOULDERS. 

Skinned shoulders should be cut and trimmed in all respects like 
the New York shoulder, except that in addition the skin should be 
taken off to the shank and the fat trimmed off within one-half {14) 
an inch of the lean. 

BLADED SHOULDERS. 

Bladed shoulders should be cut the same as Standard shoulders, 
excepting the shoulder blade to be taken out and the comers rounded. 

ROUGH SIDES. 

Bough sides should be made by slitting the hog through or on 
one side of the backbone, and an equal proportion of both sides must 
be delivered on sales to make them Standard.

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LONG CLEAB SIDES. 

Should be cut reasonably square at both the tail end and the ^^ 
shoulder end, the neck taken off and smoothly trimmed, backbone, 
shoulder bones, and ribs must be taken out, also the leg bone and 
blade, henchbone and breastbone sawed off or cut down smooth and 
even with the face of the side. 

EXTRA LONG CLEAR SIDES. 

Should be cut and trimmed in all respects like the long clear, How 
except that in addition all the loin should be neatly trimmed off down 
to the fat. 

SHORT CLEAR BACKS. 

Short clear backs should be made from the sides of smooth hogs. How 
from which the bellies have been cut, backbone and ribs taken out, 
and the lean left on, tailbone sawed off even with the face of the 
meat, and trimmed smooth and square on all the edges. 

SHORT FAT BACKS. 

Short fat backs should be made from the sides of heavy, well- how mado. 
fatted hogs, from which the bellies have been cut, backbone and ribs 
taken out, and all the lean taken off, to be trimmed smoothly and 
properly squared on all the edges. 

LONG FAT BACKS. 

Long fat backs should be made from smooth, heavy, well-fatted how made, 
hogs, the side to be cut through the center of the ribs, from the ham 
to and including the shoulder, and all the lean to be taken out, 
trimmed smoothly and properly squared on all the edges. 

CUMBERLAND SIDES. 

Cumberland sides should have the end from which the ham is how made, 
taken cut square ; the leg cut off below the knee joint ; the shoulder 
ribs, neckbone, backbone and blood vein taken out ; the breastbone 
sawed or cut down smooth and even with the face of the side, and 
should not be backstrapped or flanked. 

LONG RIB SIDES. 

Should be made same as Cumberlands, except that the blade- how made, 
bone must be taken out, and the leg cut off close to the breast. 

BIRMINGnA3I SIDES. 

Birmingham sides should have the backbone, ribs and bladebone how made. 
taken out, pocket piece cut out and pocket nicely rounded, knuckle- 
bone left in, and leg cut off close to the breast. 

SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE SIDES. 

South Staffordshire sides should be made the same as Binning- how made, 
ham, except loin taken out full to top of shoulder blade, leaving only 
a thin strip of lean along the back ; knuckle left in, and leg cut off 
close to the breast.

South Staffordshire hams should be cut short, hipbone taken 
out at socket joint, hock unjointed at first joint below the hock 
joint.

Standard prime steam lard should be solely the product of the Require- 
trimmings and other fat parts of hogs, rendered in tanks by the ™*°*^ 
direct application of steam, and without subsequent change in grain 
or character by the use of agitators or other machinery, except as 
such change may unavoidably come from transportation. It must 
have proper color, flavor and soundness for keeping, and no material 
which has been salted must be included. The naihe and location of 
the renderer, the date of packing, aind the grade of the lard shall 
be plainly branded on each package at the time of packing. 

Prime steam lard of superior quality as to color, flavor and body 
may be inspected as "Prime Steam Lard, Choice Quality," and shall 
also be deliverable on contracts for " Prime Steam Lard.'*

(32) inches long, with a twenty-one (21) inch head, or tliirty-three 

(33) inches long, with a twenty and one-half (20>^) inch head, staves 

to be chamf erred at the head; quality of staves and hoops to be hoopb. 
the same as for barrels; staves three-quarters (%) of an inch thick; 
bead same thickness as for barrels; hooped eleven-sixteenths (11-16). 
Iron-bound tierces for lard, hams or shoulders shall be classed as 
Standard, if made in compliance with the requirements of this Rule, 
as to heading and staves, and hooped with not less than four (4) 
good hoops on each end. 

BOXES. 

Boxes should be made of sound common boards, reasonably dry, now made 
one inch thick, dressed on one side, not over three strips to each *^** "^c"*^' 
end, side, bottom or top; to have good, strong hardwood, whitewood 
or sap pine stays inside each corner, should be well nailed and strap- 
ped with birch, oak or hickory straps around each end, to lap three 
inches on the cover. Boxes should be nailed together with ten- 
penny nails, and the stays nailed in with eightpenny nails.

In sampling and inspecting flaxseed received in cars, in 
bulk, by railroad, a geared screw sampler shall be passed down 
through the seed at not less than seven points equally distributed.

When car is inspected, cards in duplicate shall be written stating 
the result, the one tacked to grain door of car, the other attached 
to sample.

First Samples to be arbitrated upon must be presented to the 
committee by 12:30 o'clock p. m., and if passed upon as prime, the 
committee will issue certificate of arbitration accordingly, which in 
all cases of delivery must accompany the invoice. 

Second. A charge of one dollar per car will be made for 
arbitration fees, which, in case the sample passes as prime, shall be 
paid jointly by the buyer and seller ; and if said sample fails so to 
pass, the fee shall be paid by the party tendering the sample for 
arbitration. 

Third. The certificate shall hold good for delivery in case of 
both timothy and clover seed for the crop year, provided in all cases 
the identity of the seed so arbitrated upon has been preserved. 

Fourth. All lots of seed to pass as prime must be of uniform 
quality throughout, and in sewed bags of merchantable quality. 

Fifth. In all sales of timothy, clover and other grass and field 
seeds for future delivery or for transfer to Eastern railroads by car 
loads, a car load shall be deemed to contain thirty thousand (30,000) 
pounds.

Choice Timothy Hay shall be timothy not mixed with over one-twentietb 
of other grasses, properly cured, bright natural color, sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Timothy Hay shall be timothy mixed with not more than one-eighth 
clover, red top and other tame grasses, properly cured, good color, sound and 
well baled. 

No. 2 Timothy Hay shall include all timothy not good enough for No. 1, 
not over one-third mixed with other tame grasses, fair color, sound and well 
baled. 

No. 3 Timothy Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other grades, 
sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Clover Mixed Hay shall be timothy and clover mixed, with at least 
one-half timothy, good color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Clover Mixed Hay shall be timothy and clover mixed, with at least 
one-third timothy, reasonably sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Clover Hay shall be medium clover, not over one-twentieth other 
grasses, properly cured, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Clover Hay shall be clover, sound, well baled, not good enough for 
No. 1. 

No Grade Hay shall include threshed timothy and all hay badly cured, 
musty, stained or in any way unsound. 

Choice Prairie Hay shall be upland hay of bright color, well cured, sweety 
sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 1 Prairie Hay shall be upland and may contain one-quarter midland, 
of good color, well cured, sweet, sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 2 Prairie Hay shall be upland of fair color, or midland of good color, 
well cured, sweet, sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 3 Prairie Hay shall be midland of fair color, or slough of good color, 
well cured, sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 4 Prairie Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other grades

The proprietors or managers of waiehouses storing 
flaxseed are required to do so, subject to the provisions regarding 
grain of Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 16 and 17, of the law of the 
State of Illinois, entitled '' An Act to regulate Pnblic Warehouses 
and the Warehousing and Inspection of Grain," etc., approved April 
25, 1871. 
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Providedy tbatso much only of Section 12 as relates to weekly 
statements shall be applicable to flaxseed and instead of report 
being made to the Registrar, report shall be made to the Secretary 
of the Board of Trade. 

Eighth. In the delivery of flaxseed from elevator or warehouse, 
the quantity of gross seed covered by the warehouse receipt shall be 
delivered, and any excess or deficiency between the quantity of net 
or pure seed so delivered,, and the quantity of net and pure seed 
covered by the warehouse receipt shall be paid for to or by (as the 
case may be) the elevator or warehouse proprietor or manager, at the 
average market price of the day of delivery. 

Ninth. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall 
accord every facility to any duly authorized committee, for the 
examination of their books and records, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the stocks of all Icinds of grain and flaxseed which may be on 
hand at any time. Such examination and verification shall be made 
at least four times each year, by the Warehouse Committee, or any 
other duly authorized committee to be appointed by the President, 
which committee shall have authority to employ experts to de- 
termine the quantity of grain in the elevators, and to compare the 
books and records of the said regular warehouses with the records of 
the State Grain Warehouse Registrar. 

Tenth. After the 30th day of June, 1901, no warehouse shall 
become or remain regular which voluntarily or by the acts of its 
officers, agents or managers, shall have theretofore qualified, or 
shall thereafter qualify, in any way upon or with any other 
Exchange with a view to, or for the purpose of, making the receipts 
of such warehouse regular for delivery upon such Exchange, or 
upon contracts entered into upon or under the rules of any other 
Exchange. 

Eleventh. The proprietors or managers of warehouses that are 
declared regular warehouses for the storage of grain and flaxseed 
under the rules of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago and the 
regulations and requirements of its Board of Directors, are required 
to have all grain and flaxseed received in and shipped out of such 
warehouses weighed by the official Board of Trade Weighmaster.

REGULATIONS 



Governing Official Grain Samplers 



ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS MARCH 26, 1901. 



Sbction 1. All members of the Chicago Board of Trade who 
shall act as Samplers of grain, millstuffsi seeds, etc, shall be 
appointed by and be responsible to the Board of Directors, as pro- 
vided in Sections 1, 2 and 3 of Rule IV. 

Sec. 2. Any member desiring to act as official Board of Trade 
Sampler, shall make written application addressed to the Board of 
Directors, and such application shall have the written indorsement 
of not less than one hundred and flfty members of the Association 
in good standing, which application shall be submitted at a regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors, and before such application is 
approved it shall be posted for examination by members of the As- 
sociation on a properly designated bulletin for one week. 

Sec. 3. All official Board of Trade Samplers shall render an an- 
nual report to the Board of Directors at the regular meeting before 
the annual meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 4. The charge for services rendered by official Board of 
Trade Samplers shall be uniform net to all members, firms or cor- 
porations, and shall not be advanced until proper notice shall have 
been given in writing, which notice shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Other Inspection, and shall also be posted in a conspicuous 
place in the Exchange Room. All fees shall be subject to the appro- 
val of the Committee on Other Inspection. Official Samplers may 
charge a higher fee in special cases outside the Chicago District, 
but in no case can they make a lower than the established rate. 
Any deviation from the charges established by the Committee on 
Other Inspection, either by rebate, offsets or any other concession 
shall subject all parties so involved to discipline. 
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Sec. 5. The adjudication and settlement of claims for damages 
sustained by any claimant by reason of faulty sample or incorrect 
information furnished by any Sampler, where the amount involved 
is not more than fifty dollars, may be determined by an arbitration 
before a committee of three members of the Association, who shall 
receive no fees, one chosen by each party to the contention, and a 
chairman on whom the two other arbitrators agree. No samples 
other than the samples of the official Samplers of this Association 
shall be competent in the adjudication and settlement of claims. 
All sales of commodities dealt in on the Board of Trade by members 
of this Association subject to approval, shall be subject to approval 
only of official Samplers and Inspectors appointed by the Board of 
Trade or by members of this Association. 

Sec. 6. Any award or finding of such committee may be 
appealed from as provided in Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 of Rule ¥111* 
Agreement to arbitrate and all findings must be made in writing. 

Sec. 7. No member shall be appointed as official Board of Trade 
Sampler who shall refuse to submit to arbitration any claim arising 
by reason of sample, report or information furnished by such person, 
or who shall not settle or adjust all approved claims. Official 
Samplers shall be required to bring duplicate samples in pacl^ages 
of good material on which shall be marked indelibly, 

1 Number of samples representing the car or cargo, as top, 
bottom, any other portion, or the whole parcel, with car number or 
vessel name. 

2 Showing condition, dryness or weevilly. 

3 Date of taking sample. 

In case of dispute over any official samples, one other official 
Sampldt shall go to the car or cargo with the original Sampler, and 
an agreed sample be drawn to settle the dispute. The original 
Sampler shall pay for such resampling if his first sample shall be 
decided incorrect. A written notice of any claim for damages must 
be filed within five days after receipt of sample by the buyer. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of each official Sampler to report at 
once to the Committee on Other Inspection, in writing, any attempt 
at fraud or mixing or tampering with samples that may come under 
thcij notice.

THE SALE OF PROVISIONS UNDER THE RULES OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 



ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 



Storage to be Fiist. The place of 8tx)rage shall be such only as is approved by 
Boart^o? ^^ tli® Board of Directors, who shall consider its location and facilities 
Director. fQj. handling, receiving and shipping this class of property. 
Proprietors Socond. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall 

good cred?t. ^6 ^^ Unquestioned standing as to financial responsibility and integ- 
rity. 
Co-operation Third. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses shall 
registration agreo to honestly and cordially co-operaie with the system of registra- 
system. tion as adopted by the Board of Trade, and furnish the Registrar all 
needed information to enable him to keep a correct record and account 
of all provisions in store in their respective places of storage; and shall 
Monthly report to him on the first day of each month the amount or quantity 
reports. ^f provisions held in store by them respectively at the close of busi- 
ness on the last day of the month next preceding, whether said 
property is their own or held by them for account of others, and 
whether represented by outstanding warehouse receipts or otherwise; 
said report to be made on the next succeeding business day when 
Form of the first day of the month falls upon a Sunday or a holiday. Said 
reports. reports shall be made on a form of blank provided by the Registrar 
of Provisions, and shall be signed by the person, firm or corporation 
Reports to be having such property in charge, and shall be sworn to by either the 
aworn to. person so signing or some person in their employ having personal 
knowledge of the facts upon which the report is based. The 
property so reported shall be correctly embraced under the heads or 
descriptions provided for in said form of blank. 
Appointment Fourth. The Provision Registrar of the Board of Trade of the 
Begistran. ^^ty of Ghlcago shall appoint, at his discretion, a sufficient number 
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of Deputy Registrars, subject to the approval of the Ck)mmittee <m 
FroTision Inspection, whose duty it shall be to make daily written 
reports to the Begistrar, of all property found by them in store and 
represented by Registered Provision Warehouse Receipts, registered 
under the Rules and Regulations of the said Board of Trade ; such 
written reports to accurately describe each and every lot of pro- 
visions so represented, and to be submitted in such form and detail 
that an exact comparison may easily be made with each Registered 
Warehouse Receipt, registered and issued as aforesaid ; and in 
every instance to be based upon official and personal identification 
of the property described in said returns. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to daily compile and 
formulate the reports of his deputies rendered under this Regula- 
tion, in such form that the quantities and descriptions of each kind 
of property represented by Registered Warehouse Receipts in all 
" regular " provision warehouses shall be clearly, definitely and fully 
stated. 

And, further, it shall be the duty of the said Registrar to 
record, or cause to be recorded, such daily compilation, in a book 
prepared under his direction, for the special purpose of providing 
information with reference to provisions said to be stored in 
"regular" warehouses and represented by Registered Warehouse 
Receipts ; the said book to be kept in the office of the Registrar, 
and to be accessible during business hours to members of this Asso* 
ciation. 

Fifth. All such warehouse proprietors or managers shall 
promptly report to the said Registrar, as the same shall come to 
their knowledge, any information touching the condition of any 
property held in store by them, under Registered Warehouse 
Receipts, thnt will tend to impair its value, and which it may be 
important and proper should be known to the trade. 

Sixth, It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors prior to the 
first day of June in each year to inspect, or cause to be inspected, 
all warehouses for the storage of provisions, the proprietors or 
managers of which shall apply to have the same declared '* regular " 
under the Rules of the lioard of Trade, and no warehouse shall be 
declared a regular warehouse for the storage of provisions, which 
shall not comply with the Rules of the Board of Trade and these 
requirements, nor until the proprietors of such warehouse shall 
have filed a bond in the form and conditioned as provided in the 
Rules of the Board of Trade and in the amount fixed by the Board 
of Directors, and such bond shall have been approved by the Board 
of Directors. Warehouse receipts for provisions issued by ware- 
houses so declared regular by the Board of Directors shall be regular 
for delivery on contracts under the Rules of the Board of Trade so 
long as the said warehouse shali continue to be a regular warehouse 
for the storage of provisions, but the term for which any warehouse 
is declared a regular warehouse for the storage of provisions to issue 
such receipts shall be limited to and expire on the first day of June 
In each year. No receipts issued on provisions stored in any ware 
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house after that date shall be regular for delivery under the Bules 
of the Board of Trade, unless the warehouse upon which it has been 
issued has again been declared a regular warehouse by the Board 
of Directors ; but receipts for property in store in such warehouse at 
that date shsJl continue to be regular for such delivery so long as the 
property remains intact in such warehouse. 

Application may be made after the first day of June in any year 

to have a warehouse declared regular, and the Board of Directors 

may declare such warehouse regular in accordance with and subject 

to the provisions of said rules and requirements. 

Warohonaes Seventh. Any regular warehouse may, for good and sufficient 

^Tiuti reasons, satisfactory to the Board of Directors of the Board of 

"ro^SSf" Trade, be declared no longer a regular warehouse for the storage of 

Proviso. provisions under the Bules of the Board of Trade, provided^ property 

already in store in such warehouse shall continue to be regular on 

delivery so long as it remains intact in such warehouse. 

Eighth. The proprietors or managers of a regular warehouse 
shall pay any and all charges for switching cars to and from any 
warehouse for the purpose of loading property for delivery from such 
warehouse, and shall keep the holders of the receipts for dueh 
property free from all liability for such charges. 



REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 

TRADE IN HOPS. 



First. It shall be the rale that a bale of hops shall weigh not less 
than one hundred and seventy-flve (175) nor more than two hundred 
(200) pounds ; but the tender or delivery of any lot of hops on a sale 
or a contract, averaging one hundred and eighty-five (185) pounds to 
one hundred and ninety-five (195) pounds shall be deemed a com* 
pliance with this rule. 

Second. The sacking of hops shall not weigh more than twenty- 
four (24) ounces per yard, and seven (7) pounds shall be deducted 
from the weight of each bale as tare ; and any additional weight 
of sacking, or any extraneous matter, shall be considered as irregular, 
and the seller be liable to the purchaser for such excess. 

Third. Each and every bale of hops sold must be marked with 
the growers' name or initials, and the name of the State where the 
hops have been raised, and the year produced.

REGULATIONS 

OF THE 



Clearini House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago^ 



The style and address of every business house making clearings, and, in the 
case of a corporation, the names of the officers and directors thereof, and, 
in thecaeeof a firm, the names of the individual members thereof, must be 
registered at the Clearing House; and any subsequent changes in such style or 
address, or in the officers or directors of any corporation or in the individual 
members of any firm, must also be registered. 

The manager shall prepare suitable blanlcs for furnishing the information 
required by this regulation, which shall be filled out by the business houses 
using or desiring to use the Clearing House. 

11. 

Printed reports to show the net balances, as provided in General Rule Ko. 
XXII, Section 6, Paragraph 2, must be obtained at the Clearing House. 

III. 

Parties whose reports shall show a net balance against them shall accom- 
pany the report with a check for the said net balance, made payable to the order 
of Chicago Board of Trade Clearing House. Such check must be certified, 
under penalty of a fine of five dollars. No money will be accepted, but the checks 
of the Clearing House may be used in payment of balances. 

IV. 

All reports must be in the Clearing House by 11 a. m., of each business day, 
under penalty of a fine of five dollars if tardy, and the posting of the delinquent 
party on 'Change at 12 m., except on days when the exchange room is closed at 
12 o'clock M., when the names of delinquents shall be posted at 11:30 A. M. 

Y. 

Parties having no items to clear must so report in writing, under penalty of a 
fine of one dollar for neglect of such report; and parties whose reports may be equal 
on both sides, and those whose reports show a credit balance, must put them in 
the Clearing House, under penalty, as provided in Art. IV above. 

N. B.— To insure accuracy and expedite the clearings, parties must be sure 
the amounts claimed are mutually agreed upon and correct. A penalty of one 
dollar will be collected of any party claiming from or allowing to another party 
a wrong amount, and also for each error in footing or subtraction. All doubtful 
items must be excluded from the report. 
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VI. 



If a claim is not allowed by the debtor party, the claimaDt must, on notice 
thereof, pay to the Clearing House by certified check the amount claimed; such 
payment to be made before 1:00 p. m., under penalty of a fine of five dollars. 

VII. 

In case a party, in his report, allows another party an amount in excess of 
that claimed by the second party, the excess will be refunded to the first party, 

VIII. 

The charge for clearing, as provided by the Rules, lias been fixed at one 
cent for each item in each report, the same to be paid monthly on presentation 
of the bill by the Clearing House. Fines to be paid at time of notification that 
the same have been incurred, under i)enalty of the withholding of the next 
amount due such debtor or reporting the delinquency to the Board of Directors. 

IX. 

Parties whose reports show a net balance in their favor may call for eheclc 
after 2:30 p. m. 

X. 

No reports shall be amended after 11 a. m. 

XL 
Office hours shall be from 9 a. m. to 3:30 p. m. 



XII. 

No firm shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while any 
member of said firm is under sentence of suspension by the Board of Directors. 

XIII. 

No corporation shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while 
any officer of said corporation is under sentence of suspension by the Board of 
Directors. And whenever the President or Secretary of any corporation enjoy- 
ing the privileges of the Clearing House shall have been expelled or suspended 
for misconduct in connection with the business of said corporation, such corpo- 
ration shall thereafter and during the period of such suspension be entitled to 
the privileges of the Clearing House T)nly after favorable action of the Board of 
of Directors upon its written application for such privileges. 
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XIV. 

Any corporation applying for membership in the Clearing House of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, may be admitted to such membership 
only upon recommendation of the Clearing House Committee, in the exercise 
of its discretion, and upon approval by at least ten atfirmative ballot votes of 
the Board of Directors; provided, that three negative ballot votes are not cast 
against any such corporation. 

XV. 

When any member of the Clearing House, whether person, firm or corpo- 
ration, is, in the opinion of the Clearing House Committee, using such Clearing 
House for the purpose of clearing the business of a member suspended from the 
privileges of the Board or one expelled therefrom, or of a corporation a stock- 
holder of which is suspended from the privileges of the Board or expelled 
therefrom, the Clearing House Committee shall report such fact to the Board of 
Directors, who, in the exercise of its discretion, may deprive such a person, firm, 
or corporation of the privileges of the Clearing House for such period as they 
may see fit; the intent hereof being to prevent any membership in the Clearing 
House being used as a subterfuge to enable one suspended or expelled from the 
Board to still enjoy the advantages of ihe Clearing House, but not to prevent 
a member from clearing the individual trades made for the account and per- 
sonal benefit of one suspended or expelled from the Board. 

XVI. 

Applications by persons or firms for membership in the Clearing House of 
the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be submitted to the Clearing 
House Committee and passed upon favorably by them before applicants will be 
entitled to the privileges of the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago. 
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
